The  above  message  from  Victorians 
reprtisentatlve  in  the  ilouse  of  Com- 
mons will  arouse  great  sratificatlon 
throughout  ilie  whole  community,  for  It 
llnaily  removes  every  vestise  of  doubt 
as  to  the  exact  location  of  the  great 
drydock    and    v-  ;in    early      com- 

mencement  upuh  £   the  most  im- 

portant public  works  of  the  kind  ever 
undertaken    in    the    history    of    Canada. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Mr.  Barnard 
mentions  the  preparations  pf  plans  aiiC 
.'Specifications,  lu  this  connection  it  may 
lie  staled  that  much  of  the  preliminary 
in veslljiatlon  necessary  to  such  work 
V.ad  already  been  done  by  Messrs  Bul- 
len  Bros.,  who  liad  been  planning  tho 
construction  of  a  drydock  at  Langs 
Cavo  as  a  private  enterprise.  A  consid- 
erable quantity  of  the  most  valuable 
data  is  tiicrefore  immediately  available 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Qovernment  en- 
Kilii-v-rs. 

Tids  circum.slance  sliould  result  in 
much  greater  progress  being  made  >n 
the  preparation  of  the  final  plan.s  thai', 
would  otherwise  be  tho  case.  For  in-^ 
stance,  the  most  exhauBtive  sound'hms 
were  made  by  competenH  experts,  and 
full  working  plans  drawn  for  a  dock  of 
smaller  dimensions  than  the  basin 
whIcVi  tlie  Government  intends  con- 
.structlns;  and  this  data,  already  in.poa- 
.•^C'lsion  of  the  Public  Work.s  Depart- 
ment,  should  prove  -very  helpful. 

Inasmuch  as  the  great  dock  will  form 
an  important  integral  part  of  the  facili- 
ties necessary  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
ICsfiuimalt  as  a  naval  base,  and  that  be- 
yond question  it  will  be  utilized  by 
ships  of  war  ot  the  largest  type,  it 
may  be  taken  for  granted  thnt  the  plana 
and  .speciiicatlons  will  roriuire  to  bo 
drawn  to  the  approval  of  Admiralty  ex- 
perts. For  that  rea^son  there  may  be 
some  little  delay  before  tenders  for  tho 
carrying  out  of  the  work  are  called  for. 
But  Mr.  Barnard  ia  sanguine  that  it  Is 
ihc  intention  of  the  Government  to 
lose  no  time  in  the  enerKotic  prosecu- 
tion of   this   Important  .work. 

The  dock  will  be  one  of  the  largest  :n 
the  world,  Its  length  being  no  less  than 
1.150  feet,  and  it  will  accommodate  the 
largest  ship  already  afloat  or  now  un- 
1.  r   construction.

Passengers  on  Seattle-Tacoma 
Interurban  Are  Forced  to 
Pay  $300  in  Tribute  to  Trio 
of  Bandits. 


STBATTLE,  Feb.  21.— Three  masked 
men  held  up  an  Interurban  train  on  the 
Seattle-Tacoma  lOledlric  Railway  to- 
night and  robbed  the  passengers  of 
more  than  $300.  The  passengers  made 
no  resistance.  After  the  robbers  had 
collcci^ed  their  tribute  they  leaped  from 
the   nio^'ing  ear   and   made   their  escape. 

Tho  train,  which  left  Seattle  at  9:05 
o'clock,  was  made  up  of  two  coache.s. 
In  the  first,  or  smoking  car,  there  were 
ninety  men.  In  the  second  car  there 
were  thirty  passengers,  mostly  women. 
The  train  made  its  usual  stop  at  the 
M(?adows,  about  five  milts  south  of 
Seattle,  and  among  the  passengers  who 
got  on  were  three  men  who  wore 
colored  handkerchiefs  aboiit  their 
head.s  and  hats  pulled  down.  TWO  of 
the  new  passengers  entered  the  smok- 
ing car.  One  had  a  yellow  handkerchief 
over  his  face,  with  eyeholes  slit  in  the 
cloth.'  The  secphd  wore  a  red  bandana 
over  his  eyes. 

At  Point  of  PiBtol 

(Jtio  of  tile  men  poilitud  a  pistol  at  tlie 
conductor  and  ordered  him  to  cbrae 
with  them.  The  robbers  went  down 
the  aisle,  ordering  the  passengers  to 
give  up  their  money.  All  complied,  and 
It  is  estimated  that  |S00  was  trans- 
ferred from  'the  pockets  of  the  passen- 
gers' to  the  robbers.  One  passenger  had 
?]10  in  his  pocket  and  gave  up  $1!!.  No 
attempt  was  made  to  search  the  pas. 
sengers  or  parley  with  them,  the  rob- 
bers  tailing  what  was  liandcd   to   them. 

The  robber  who  took  up  the  collection 
In  tho  ladies'  car  was  more  artistically 
gotten  up.  His.  handkerchief  was  pink 
and  lie  wore  a  black  slouch  hat.  .\n 
■ciglitcen-ycar-old  boy  was  under  the 
robber's  pistol  while  the  boy  passe,] 
througlt  the  car  'with  liis  hat,  Into  which 
each  passenger  was  obliged  to  drop 
money,  .\bout  |60  was  obtained  hero. 
Without  .stopping  Ihe  train  the  robbers 
droiipcd  off  the  car  platforms  together 
and  ran  towards  tho  Du'wamish  River. 
The  scene  of  the  hold-up  is  outside  tlie 
city  limits  and  not  well  lighted,  it  is 
thought  the  men  would  be  lik-Ldy  to 
hunt  cover  in  Seattle  rather  than  seek 
to  hide  in  the  woods,  the  country  belng 
wcl!    settln<l. 

Afraid   to   Resist 

The  lillUng  of  tlirce  railroad  passen- 
gers by  a  train  robber  In  Whatcom 
County-  last  night  Is  thought  to  have 
been  a  factor  In  the  meekness  witlt 
which  interurban  passengora  isubmltted 
to    tonight's   levy. 

The  robbers  acted  with  such  coolness 
that  It  is  thought  this  was  not  their 
llrst  exiilolt.  Tonight's  robbery  was 
committed  l<y  men  who  wore  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  Duwamlsh  country, 
the  make-u])  of  the  Interurban  trains 
and  the  train  most  likely  to  yield  money. 

There*  Is  much  speculation-  as  to 
whether  '  tonight's  robbers  were  tho 
same  men  wiio  held  up  the  Great  North- 
ern train  last  night.  The  Great  North- 
ern robbers  could  have  caught  a  train 
to  Seattle  and  arrivcl  lierc  before  day- 
light toiiay.  The  Great  Northern  rob- 
bery yieldeil  little  money,  and  tho  rob- 
bers, liunted  for  murder,  would  not  bo 
Hkcly  to  shrink  from  any  perilous  un- 
d,Ttaklng  to  provide  themselves  wllli 
fun, Is.  I'assengcrs  on  the  Great  Xorth- 
ern  train  last  night  reported  throe  rob- 
bers,  one   remaining  on   the   vestibule. 

The  descilptlDn  of  the  G.  X.  K.  rob- 
bers Is  vague,  but  ilts  two  of  tonight's 
robl>ors  well  enough.  The  men  were 
young,  were  very  deliberate  in  every- 
thing they  ili<l,  produced  revolvers  at 
tin?  start,  boarded  the  train  at  a  station 
and  left  together.  I'nsscngers  of  both 
trains  commi-nt  upon  tlic  perfect  coo'i- 
ncss  of  the  robbers.

Opponents  of  the  ireatios  made  no  if- 
foil    to   delay    the   votes. 

The  treaties.  briefly,  iirovide.  for 
reference  to  The  Hague  tribunal  of 
legal  differences  and  I'luostlons  relating 
to  the  Interpretation  ot  existing  treaties 
which    cannot  be  settled  by   diplomacy. 

No  matter  Involving  the  vital  inter- 
ests, independeni^e  or  honor  of  the  con- 
tracting powers  is  included  in  the  scope 
of  these  treaties.  .'in,l  nil  disputes  In- 
volving the  Interests  of  tliird  partir.x 
also  are  excluded.  The  metliod  of  jiro- 
codure  towards  arbitration  fixed  by  the 
treaties  provides  that  a,  special  agree- 
ment shall  be  drawn  up  setting  out  the 
details  of  the  dispute  and  defining  its 
Issues  and  the  scppe  of  consideration 
to  be  granted  to  the  arbitrators.

to  recover  tonight  from  the  effects  of 
the  worst  storm  in  its  history.  Swept; 
Wy  W|llfl  ^pd  rain  for  the  past  three 
days,  most  of  the  territory  bet'ween  tiie 
Tehacharii  Mountains  and  the  :Mexlc-'.n 
lino  wa.s  flooded,  but  with  the  «nn  shin- 
ing most  of  todiiv,  the  situation  im- 
proved cons'iderablj.  and  while  nearly 
all  of  the  towns  affected  remained 
isolated  tonight,  progress  was  made  to- 
ward re-establishing  wire -and  rail  com- 
munication. 

According  to  an  estimate  made  todav 
by  A.  C.  Hansen,  assistant  elty  en- 
gineer, Los  Angelea  was  damaged  to  the 
extent  Of, at  least  $1,500,000.  One  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  repre- 
sented tho  damage  to  city  streets  alone. 
The  remainder  represented  losses  sus- 
tained by  railroads  and  by  citizens  wh-.

The 
commerce  between  British  Columbia  and 
the  Yukon  which  such  a  railroad  pro- 
ject would  give  rise  to  sliould  in  the 
future  develop  to  large  proportions.  The 
mineral  riches  of  the  Yukon  are  very 
great,  it  is  a  country  which  supports 
fur-bearing  animals  in  lurgc  numbers, 
it  has  other  natural  resources,  the  ex- 
tent of  which  are  as  yet  unknown,  but 
which  will  undoubtedly  repay  develop- 
ment. Whatever  trade  is  developed  In 
that  territory  belongs  by  geographical 
right  to  this  Province.  The  interests 
of  the  two  sections  of  the  Dominion  are 
identical.  in  wlialever  programme  of 
development  is  mapped  out  in  tin-,  fu- 
ture for  this  area  of  the  Pacific  .North- 
west as  a  whole.  It  would  be  well  to 
keep  in,  view  what  the  United  .States 
proposes  to  do  in  Alaska.  The  new  rail- 
way policy  that  was  recently  announced 
from  Washington  will  find  Its  reflection 
in  the  opening  up  of  a  new  era  of  de- 
veiopment  in  the  Yukon  and  Northern 
British  Colwnibla.  This  Province  is 
viially  Interested  In  .Maska's  rstlway 
programme.  If  it  can  bo  supplemented 
by  a  corresponding  policy  of  expansion 
On  the  Canadian  side  the  results  will  be 
far-reaching.

The  number  of  anslera'  and 
bear  licenses  .showed  a  .small  decrease. 
Bir  Oam«  Trophies 

So  far  u.s  trophies  are  concerned.  Mr. 
Williams  states  that  it  -was  a  splendid 
year  for  the  big:  same  hunter,  and  that, 
while  there  were  no  actual  record  heads 
taken  away,  thp  returns  were  satisfao- 
fory  In  every  degree.  One  of  the  most 
noteworthy  features  of  the  year,  .said 
the  report,  was  the  general  abundance 
of  birds.  On  the  Coast  anrj  Lower 
Mainland  ducks  were  in  greater  num- 
bers than  for  years  past;  pheasants 
wore  not  so  plentiful,  but  grouse,  ex- 
cept in  a  few  places,  were  numerou.". 
rrairle  chicken,  along  the  Cariboo  road, 
afforded  t>xcellent  sport.  Mr.  Williams 
.«iims  the  situation  up  as  a  good  all- 
ronnd  year.  , 

The  Chief  Game  Wftrden  rolatea  an 
iiitere.vting  experience  with  the  Indian 
guiilos  in  Cassiar.  They  apparently  ile- 
cided  to  emulate  the  white  man's 
method,  and  formed  a  sort  of  guides' 
union,  with  a  view  to  striking  for  liigh- 
er  wage.s  when  they  thought  such  a  stcQ 
necessary.  Having  done  tlil.«»,  they  re- 
.solved  to  ask  $10  per  day  for  head 
guides  and  a  slightly  lower  rate  for  the 
underlings.  After  considerable  discus- 
sion, the  Indians  were  brought  to  a 
more  reasonable  appreciation  of  things 
and  values,  and  the  situation  is  free 
from  the  threat   of  u   strike. 

Many   Bounties   Paid 

An  interesting  section  of  the  report 
deals  with  the  destruction  of  dangerous 
animals  and  birds,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion It  Is  stated  that  boimties  htwo 
been  paid  during  the  year  on  232  cou- 
gars, 277  wolves,  1,618  coyotes  and  58 
golden  eagles.  Mr.  Williams  regrets 
that  there  has  not  been  any  diminution 
in  tlie  ntimbcr  of  cougars.  There  Is  a 
decrease,  however,  on  Vancouver  Island, 
the  bounties  showing  116  this  year,  »■=! 
against  ir!6  last  year.  In  regard  to 
wolves  and  coyotes  there  has  been  a 
considerable  reduction,  the  comparative 
figures  for  wolves  being  277.  against 
•167  last  year,  and  In  regard  to  coyotes, 
1,61  S,  as  against  .■5,017. 

Tn  regard  to  the  bounty  on  horned 
owls.  Mr.  Williams  says  there  htts  bei^n 
an  agitation  to  reinforce  this,  as  they 
are  reported  to  l>c  more  plentiful  than 
ever.  Last  year  6.018  owl  bounties  were 
paid,  which,  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  h'?ad; 
<omes  to  $12,0.36,  and  be  states -that,  as 
iit  the  least  a  quarter  of  Iheso  were  not 
of  the  big  horn  variety  at  all,  the  Gov- 
ernm<'nt  paid  something  like  $^.,000  for 
tlio  destruction  of  birds  which  would 
have  been  better  left  alone.  He  .'on- 
.slders  the  sum  nf  |2  too  high  in'vl»»v 
of  tlio  abundance  of  these  vermin. 
rnr  Industry 

Dealing  with  the  fur  Industry,  Mr. 
Williams  says  that  it  is  still  a  inoft 
uncertain  problem,  although  pregnant 
with  great  posHibilities.  and  he  recom- 
mends that  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  develop  it.  So  far.  he  .  say.*,  few 
people  have  any  knowledge  of  how  to 
go  about  the  indtistry,  although  It  is  a 
(luestlon  that  affects  the  whole  of  Cail- 
a<la  and  has  been  found  worthy  of  t';e 
attention  of  tlic  Dominion  Oovernment 
Owing  to  the  mild  ellm.i'e.  he  does  not 
think  the  Coast  Is  riulte  suitable  I'or 
some  species,  but  In  the  Interior  s.^o- 
tlons  of  the  Province  he  reports  th  it 
there  are  thousand.<»  of  acres  suitable 
fur  the  development  of  the  industry, 
and  he  lays  particular  emphasis  upon 
th"^  Koolenay  country  as  proil'irjusr  the 
finest    marteii    pelts  on    the   conlluont.

Everywhere  the  inventor  looked  he 
.saw  pasted  on  windows  and  doors 
throughout  his  factories  the  numerals 
67  in  honor  of  his  birthday.  More 
than  6.000  of  the  employees  at  the 
worit.s  wore  blue  ribbons  with  the  num- 
ber 67  and  the  Inventor's  name  under- 
neath in  gold.  Resolutions  of  con- 
gratulation wore  £<dopted  in  the  various 
departments  and  sent  to  him.  When 
the  rcporteis  culled,  Mr.  Kdlson  was 
■working  in  the  phonograph  laboratory 
on  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building. 
He  was  trying:  a:  new  record,  and  he 
^aid  his  greatest  vork  in  the  past  year 
\v;i.s  the  perfection  of  the  diamond  disc 
phonograph. 

Questioned  as  to  what  he  believed  to 
he  the  greatest  achievement  for  human- 
ity during  the  past  year,  the  inventor 
said  the  obtaining  of  ammonia  by  the 
passing  of  hydrogen  and  nitrogen  over 
red  hot  iron.  This  would  insure  the 
world  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  fer- 
tilizer, whicli  would  be  a  great  eco- 
nomic saving  and  permit  intensive 
farming  at  little  cost. 

In  answer:  to-  a  <niestion  as  to  what 
was  the  greatest  thing  accomplished 
in  the  United  States  in  the  year,  Mr. 
Kdison    answered,    "the   Currency   Bill." 

"^'resident  Wilson  deserves  a  lot  of 
credit,"  he  said.  "He  has  taken  a  step 
ill  the  right  dfrection.  Wc  must  get 
rid  111  this  terrific  money  evil.  W'e 
don  t  Mnant  everything  controlled  by  a 
few  in  this  country,  and  altliough  this 
new  law  may  have  its  defects,  under 
the  guidance  of  "Woodrow  Wilson  you 
may  be  assiired  they  will  be  remedied." 

Commenting  on  the  Mexican  situa- 
lion.    Mr.    Kdiaon   said: 

■Tni  a  patriotic  American.  I  believe, 
but  sonte  of  tills  patrioti.sm  is  false 
pride.  I  think  we  could  stand  a  little 
humiliation  and  the  expense  of  remain- 
ing away  from  war.  We  don't  want  it, 
iind  President  W^ilson  has  shown  hlm- 
.sclf  a  diplomat  by  avoiding  it  by  every 
possible   means."

"I'm  better  fit  nu-ntally  aiul  iiliysi- 
cally  for  my  worlc  today  than  ever  be- 
fore. 1  expect  to  <lo  my  greatest  work 
in  years  to  come.  I'm  just  in  the  stage 
of  learning,  and  my  aocompli.'shnients 
will  come  later.  Gladstone.  Uismarek, 
.■md  other  notables  of  history  became 
world  famed  because  of  work  done 
.ifter   they   passed  sixty. 

"I'm  67  years  old  today.  I  -feel  like 
:i  boy.  My  health  is  good,  and  my 
mind  is  l(>'cn.  and  my  appetite  for  work

When  he  was  14  years  old 
he  made  his  first  tour  of  this  country 
as  a  child  prodigy,  giving  concerts  with 
Morltz  Rosenthal,  the  pianist.  Then  for 
ten  years  he  gave  up  music  and  devoted 
himself  to  various  .«itudles,  and  Inci- 
dentally served  his  time  In  the  Aus- 
trian Army,  where  he  beiJame  an  officer 
in  a  Dragoon  regiment.  It  was  not  un- 
til 1899  that  he  resumed  coneertizing, 
and  since  that  time  he  has  been  a  fore- 
most figure  In  the  world  of  music.  In 
that  year,  in  the  season  of  189il-1900, 
ho  came  to  America  again  as  a  mature 
artist,  and  he  belongs  to  that  ever- 
growing class  of  great  artl-sts  whose 
talents  are  realised  and  appreciated  in 
the  United  States  before  they  are  In 
Europe.

Institute,  and  well  Known  aa  a  writer 
on  maritime  affaiis,  disproves  the  im- 
pression conveyed  by  speakers  at  the 
.St.  Louis  convention  of  the  American 
Peace  Society  that  the  Scandinavian 
countries  were  without  a  naval  defene  ■, 
The  article  points  out  the  reason  why 
Sweden  needs  a  navy  to  maintain  its 
status  quo  among  her  powerful  neigh- 
bors, and  the  realization  of  this  need 
by  the  Swedish  people.  The  establish- 
ment of  the  present  modern  navy  was 
begun  In  1882.  .The  ju-ogress  of  mod- 
ernizing the  navy  and  bringing  it  up  !■>  I 
the  strength  for  which  It  Is  intended,  | 
that  the  coast  defence  and  the  malnten-  ! 
ance  of  neutrality,  has  been  slow  and 
is  by  no  tneans  completed.  But  the 
prospects  are  bright  that  within  a  tew 
years  the  Swedish  navy  win  measui-o 
up   to   the  country's  reiiulrements. 

The  Swedish  navy  today  consists  of  a 
total  of  nlnety-sIx  ves.sels.  ,\ccordlng  to 
official  designation  the  ships  are  group- 
ed as  follows:  Thirteen  first-class  coast 
defence  battleships,  varying  In  displace- 
ment from  3,100  to  6,800  tons,  and  cor- 
responding niosl  nearly  to  thlrd-clnss 
battleships  of  tht  larger  tiavles,  but 
they  are  of  modern  construction,  wlt.H 
heavy  armor  and  powerful  batteries;

Tlie  mineral  deposits  of  this  area,  and  this 
observation,  as  well  as  the  preceding  one,  ap- 
plies to  the  country  around  Clayoquot  Sound 
and  Kennedy  I.ake,  give  promise  of  being  val- 
uable. There  seem,  indeed,  'to  be  gathered 
here  all  the  factors  going  to  make  up  a  popu- 
lous and  prosperous  community,  for,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  has  been  said  above,  there  is  the 
wealth  of  the  sea  to  be  drawn  upon,  and  the 
great  attraction  of  the  region  as  a  pleasure  re- 
sort. The  pictures  show  one  of  the  striking 
features  of  tlie  Coast.  In  tlie  smaller  of  the 
two,  showing  the  beach,  an  island  will  be  ob- 
served. This  is  half  a  mile  from  the  shore, 
and  when  the  tide  is  out,  the  hard-by  sand 
alVords  a  means  of  reaching  it  dry-shod.     The 
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arc  presented  some 
pictures  of  Ucluelet  and  vicinity. 
Perliaps  not  a  few  Colonist  read- 
ers will  be  quite  sure  where  Uc- 
luelet is.  Ucluelet  Arm  is  on  the 
Northwesterly  side  of  the  en- 
trance to  Harkley  Sound.  Capt. 
Walbran.  in  his  "British  Columbia 
2^^^J  Place  Names,"  says  "  'Yutl' 
Qt/ jjlf  means  a  good  landing  place  for 
canoes;  hence  the  inhabitants  of 
the  cove,  which  was  named  Yu- 
cluth,  were  called  'Yu-cluttahts,' 
meaning  'the  people  with  the  safe 
landing  place.'  "  The  firitish  Columbia  Pilot 
says:  "Ucluelet  Arm,  just  within  tlie  South- 
west part  of  Barkley  Sound,  extends  5  >2  miles 
N.W.  by  W.  its  South  shore  is  low,  and  the 
Northern  shore  rises  gradually  to  a  flat-top 
range  of  considerable  height,  the  South-east 
shoulder  of  whicli,  Mount  Ozzard.  2,270  feel 
high,  is  conspicuous  from  the  South-east."  It 
is  almost  due  West  of  Ladysmith.  At  present 
it  can  only  be  reached  by  way  of  the  sea.  The 
pictures  given  show  scenes  on  the  Arm  and  on 
the  very  reiViarkable  beach  known  as  Wreck 
Bay  and  Long  Bay,  which  front  ihe  ocean  be- 
tween' Barkley  Sound  and  that  remarkable  in- 
land waterway  known  as  Clayoquot  Sound. 
The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  booklet  en- 
titled "Vancouver  Island  From  the  Standpoint 
of  Railway  Development" : 

"In  a  newspaper  interview,  published  several 
years  ago.  Rear  Admiral  Palisser,  R.N.,  who  in 
his  long  years  of  service  had  visited  many  parts 
of  the  world,  expressed  his  hearty  appreciation 
111  the  coastwise  scenery,  which  he  said  was 
unsurpassed  by  anything  that  had  come  under 
his  observation.  Vice-Admiral  Sir  Lewis  A. 
Beaumont,  ulio  cruised  along  the  West  Coast 
for  a  short  time,  when  in  command  of  the 
North  Pacilic  Squadron,  described  the  scenery 
as  unparalleled  and  as  certain  at  no  distant  day 
to  attract  thousands  of  tourists.  A  little  North 
of  Barkley  Sound  is  what  is  marked  on  the 
map  as  Long  Bay,  but  is  more  commonly 
spoken  of  as  Long  Beach.  Between  it  and 
Amphitrite  Point,  which  is  at  the  Northern  side 
of  the  entrance  to  Barkley  Sound,  is  Wreck 
Bay,  practically  a  prolongation  of  it,  but  some- 
what shorter.  The  two  bays  together  form 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  sea  beaches  in  the 
world,  and  arc  without  rivals  on  the  whole 
Pacific  Coast.  The  sand  Iws  been  hammered 
by  the  ocean  waves  through  countless  centuries, 
until  it  is  almost  like  a  pavement.  Here  is 
certain  to  be  one  of  th**  greatest  Summer  re- 
attrts.     The  people  from  the  inland  part?  of 


Canada  and  the  United  States  will  come  to  this 
matchless  spot  in  great  numbers  when  once 
hotel  accommodation  and  suitable  nieans  of 
travel  have  been  provided.  This  beach  can 
be  reached  from  Alberni  by  way  of  Sproat  and 
Kennedy  Lakes,  through  a  country  of  an  ex- 
ceedingly beautiful  character.  From  the  infur- 
niation  at  my  command  I  am  led  to  believe 
that  there  is.  no  part  of  the  country  that  will 
prove  more  attractive  to  tourists  than  this. 
Kennedy  Lake  is  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water  with 
line  sandy  beaches  and  considerable  arable 
land  on  its  shores.  Several  streams  flow  into 
it  and  the  fishing  good." 

At  Ucluelet  and  in  the  vicinity  tiiereof 
there  is  a  very  considerable  quantity  of  agri- 
cultural land.  One  of  the  pictures  shows  a 
young  orchard  with  berries  growing  between 
the  rows  of  trees.  The  largest  picture  of  the 
lot  shows  some  of  the  level  land  lying  around 
the  Inlet;  all  of  which  could  doubtless  be  read- 
ily converted  into  just  such  an  area  as  that 
shown  in  the  orchard  picture,  which,  by  the 
way,  is  in  the  centre  of  the  large  picture.  It 
will  be  noted  how  very  considerable  is  the 
area  of  level  land,  especially  to  the  right  of 
the  picture  and  across  the  water.  The  climate 
is  very  favorable  to  farming,  there  being  abun- 
dant precipitation  and  little,  if  any,  frost. 
There  is  no  place  on  the  coast  of  the  Province 
where  large  and  small  fruits  and  vegetables 
generally  yield  more  certain  and  more  abun- 
dant crops  than  here. 

The  following  is  a  quotation  from  the 
booklet  above  referred  to: 

■■'Not  many  people  have  been  accustomed 
to  think  of  the  West  Coast  in  connection  with 
agriculture.  It  is  rock-bound,  and  while  ex- 
ceedingly attractive  from  the  scenic  point  of 
view,  and  while  giving  many  evidences  of  be- 
ing richly  mineralized,  it  has  not  appealed  to 
many  persons  as  likely  to  become  of  any  con- 
siderable interest  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
farmer,  and,  so  true  is  it  that  "agriculture  is 
the  true  basis  of  a  nation's  wealth,"  the  future 
of  the  West  Coast  has  always  been  looked 
upon  as  problematical  for  lack  of  any  informa- 
tion as  to  its  value  from  this  standpoint.  In- 
formation is  even  now  only  limited,  for  there 
are  extensive  areas  of  which  no  investigation 
has  been  made,  but  there  is  one  tract  that  has 
been  explored  and  sufveyed,  but  no  official  re- 
port concerning  it  has  ever  been  compiled. 
Only  the  surveyors'  field  notes  are  available 
in  the  Land  Department,  but  from  these  it  is 
apparent  that  out  of  the  land  surveyed  about 
30,000  acres  are  suitable  for  agriculture.  This 
area  lies  just  Northwest  of  Barkley  Sound,  and 
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begins  at  Amphitrite  Point  on  the  South  and 
extends  to  Cox  Point  on  the  North.  Where 
it  fronts  the  ocean  tliere  are  Long  Bay  and 
Wreck  Bay,  with  their  nuigniticent  beaches  uf 
hard  sand.  I  am  informed  by  those  who  have 
examined  this  tract  1liat  the  arable  land  ex- 
tends further  inland  than  the  surveyors  went, 
pos-^ibly  nearly  all  the  \vx\  to  Kennedy  Lake, 
and  that  it  is  perhaps  no  exaggeration  to  place 
the  arable  area  at  100,000  acres.  The  quality 
of  the  soil  has  been  abundantly  demonstrated 
by  actual  cultivation.  Connection  can  J7e  made 
between  this  tract  and  Alberni  by  way  of  Ken- 
nedy and  Sproat  Lakes,  on  the  shores  of  which 
there  is  some  arable  land." 
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The  lumber  resources  of  the  region  arc 
enormous.  One  of  the  pictures  shows  a  fallen 
log.  This  is  by  no  means  a  rare  sample  of 
the  trees  of  this  part  of  the  Island.  It  was 
photographed  only  because  it  was  easily  got 
at.  There  is  a  large  region  hereabouts  very 
heavily  timbered,  with  forests  of  exceedingly 
great  luxuriance.  The  timber  industry  js  cer- 
tain to  develop  into  large  proportions  and  to 
be  permanent. 

One  of  the  advantages  attending  lumbering 
in  this  part  of  the  Lslaod  is  the  facility  'rith 
which  the  manufactured  article  can  be  ship|p|ed 
to  a  market.

surf  along  this  beach  is  something  remarkable. 
A  Victorian,  who  camped  one  night  on  Ken- 
nedy Lake,  separated  from  the  beach  by  six 
miles  of  land,  said  that  all  through  the  night 
he  could  hear  the  roar  of  the  rollers  as  they 
swept  in  from  the  sea. 

What  this  part  of  the  Province  especially 
needs  is  a  land  route  front  Alberni.  West  of 
that  thriving  locality  Sproat  Lake  extends  more 
than  a  third  of  the  distance  from  the  head  of 
Alberni  Canal  to  Tofino  Inlet,  a  branch  of 
Clayoquot  Sound.  High  mountains  intervene, 
but  there  is  a  low  pass,  known  as  Sutton's,  be- 
tween the  head-waters  of  Taylor  River,  flow- 
ing into  Sproat  Lake,  and  Elk  River,  flowing 
into  Kennedy  Lake.  If  the  gap  between  these 
lakes,  say  thirty  miles,  were  covered  by  a  high- 
way, one  could  go  in  a  launch  to  the  head  of 
Sproat  Lake,  thence  over  the  pass  to  Kennedy 
Lake,  and  thence  by  launch  to  the  wonderful 
reaches  of  Clayoquot  Sound.  A  better  plan 
would  be  to  extend  the  highway  from  Alberni 
to  Sproat  Lake,  along  the  Northern  side  of 
that  lake,  and  across  the  divide  to  Kennedy 
Lake,  and  thus,  for  the  present,  render  only 
one  transfer  from  water  to  land  necessary. 
From  Kennedy  Lake  to  Ucluelet,  and  the  ocean 
beach  road  construction  would  be  very  simple.t 

This  brief  and  necessarily  incomplete  refer- 
ence to  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  poten- 
tial parts  of  Vancouver  Island  may  serve  to 
arouse  an  interest  in  the  provision  <^  ikMiie 
suitable  means  of  bringing  it  into  conikeeiiivn 
with  the  rulways  at  Alberni.  It  wlU  probably 
not  be  very  lf>ng  before  one  or  more  ralKrayt 
reach  the  ocealn  beach.

A  Dag  to  Remember 

FEB.  27TH,  19O0,  CRONJE  SURRENDERED 

One  of  the  bloodiest  battles  of  the  war  was 
fought  near  Paardeberj^  Drift,  011  Sunday,  I-eb- 
ruary  I8th.  While  pursuing  General  Cronje, 
General  Kelly- Kenny  caught  his  rearguard  at 
Klip  Drift,  and  followed  it  to  the  Boer  laager 
at  Koodoosrand.  The  action  at  the  drift  com- 
menced at  dawn,  the  British  mounted  infantry 
driving  the  Boer  rear  guard  up  the  A\odder 
River  toward  the  Boer  main  body,  while  un- 
other  body  of  mounted  infantry  manoeuvred 
on  the  right  flank  of  the  Boers,  The  Briiibi! 
main  body  advanced  to  qutflaak  Xtie  Boer 
laagfif^  on  ti^e  Nortft  bank  of  the  river.  After 
s^i^ni;  two  4rifb  Oeiwrsrt  KtUy^Kemy  found 
the  Boers  strongly  inclosed,  and  orditred  an 
attack  with  tlie  Highland  Bflgade  on  the  left 
and  General  ICnbx's  brigade  on  the  centre  and 
riglit,  while  GenWrjtl  Snilth  i;)Ofrien's  brigade 
crossed  the  rivtr  an4  advanced  along  the  North 
bank.  On  the  North,  and  $ot»th  banks  thi? 
ground  is  levd,  and  the  advance  across  this 
was  deadly  anci  the  British  losses  heavy.    The 


battle  lesembled  that  of  the  Mpdder  River. 
The  British  soldiers  were  under  fire  all  day 
long,  and  all  the  fighting  had  no  decisive  resiilt, 
as  the  goer  larger  was  well  |?arr1cadcd  and  the 


vere  loss  and  compelled  to  fall  back.  Cronjes 
army  was  living  in  burrows  in  tlie  banks  uf  the 
Modder  River,  where  ihey  were  not  mucii  ex- 
posed to  the  British  shell  lire. 

Finally  the  capture  of-  an  important  stra- 
tegic point  by  the  Canadians  before  daybreak 
on  February  2  7th,  put  aii  end  to  General 
Cronje's  heroic  resistance,  and  lie  sent  a  flag 
of  truce  to  the  British  outposts  oflering  to  sur- 
render unconditionally.  Lord  Roberts  replied 
that  General  Cronje  and  his  troops  must  come 
out  of  their  laager  and  present  themselves  at 
the  British  commander's  camp  after  laying 
down  their  arms.  Lord  Roberts  congratulated 
his  vaRqui>hed  loe  for  his  gallant  resistance, 
and  granted  his  request-  that  his  wife,  grand- 
son, private  secretary,  adjutant  and  servants 
nt^iit  accompany  him  wherever  he  might  be 
fflJfP,^  Lord.  Roberts  assigned  Major-General

menial.  There  are  no  particularly  strung  char- 
acters, and  as  fur  the  heroine,  wliom  the  au-

Boers  remahted  Iher^n.  The;  British  artillery 
shelled  the  Igiager  vigorously,  and  the  Boers 
admitted  ||i||i|^y  lost  over  800  men. 

The  terftnc 'shelling  was  resumed  by  the 
British  the  next  day,  Monday,  February  19th, 
when  General  Cronje  asked  for  an  armistice 
of  one  day  to  bury  his  dead.  Lord  Kitchener 
refused  to  grant  it  saying,  "Not  a  minute.  .  It 
must  be  surrender,  or  fight  to  a  finish."  The 
Boers  had  constructed  entrenchments  around 
their  laager  during  the  night,  and  were  still 
threatened  by  General  Smith-Dorrien.''  The 
British  infantry  rested  after  the  terrible  tight 
of  the  previous  day.  The  infantry  and  a  bat- 
tery of  horse  artillery  started  .to  observe  the 
Boers,  who  were  holding  akopje,  but  while 
riding  around  they  received  a  he^rvy  fusilade, 
and  were  obliged  to  move  further  out,  but  suf- 
fered no  loss.  They  pushed  on  .;and 'found 
that  the  kopje  extended  a  considerable  distance 
West,  sloping  gradually  to  the  plain;-, '.They 
seized  a  good  defensive  position,  w:hk:h  was 
garrisoned.  They  completely  flanked  .the 
Boers,  whose  left  held  strongly  by  a  farm 
house,  which  was  vigorously  shelled.  The 
British  detachment  returned  to  camp  at  night- 
fall, leaving  a  garrison  on  the  right.  In  the 
meantime  a  desultory  bombardment  of  the 
Boer  position  was  kept  up,  and  considerable 
rifle  fire  was  concentrated  where  the  Essex 
Regiment  was  attempting  to  rush  up  ^the  river. 
About  midday  the  cry  was  raised  that  General 
French  had  arrived,  but  his  division  was  en- 
gaged in  another  quarter.  When  Fjeld  Mar- 
shal Roberts  arrived  he  addressed  severaT regi- 
ments and  was  vigorously  cheered. 

Tuesday,  February  20tli,  was  the  third  day 
of  General  Cronje's  tight  situation  and  his  grim 
resistance  in  the  face  of  death.  Early  in  the 
morning  the  British  infantry  engaged  the  Boers 
in  the  bed  of  the  Modder  River,  driving  them 
back  a  short  distance.  The  Boers  were  busy 
on  their  entrenchments  around  their  laager.  A 
few  shells  were  lired  at  Ihcm.  General 
French's  artillery  was  heard  oft'  to  the  East. 
About  noon  the  British  planted  three  field 
batteries  and  two  naval  1  2-pounder  cannon  on 
the  South  bank  of  the  river,  and  three  lield 
batteries  and  three  naval  4-pounder  cannon  on 
the  North  bank,  along  with  one  howitzer,  thus 
enfilading  the  whole  river.  Thus  a  number  of 
powerful  cannon  concentrated  their  lire  upon 
an  area  of  a  square  mile,  and  the  exploding 
lyddite  shells  raised  vast  clouds  of  green  smoke 
which  completely  filled  tlie  bed  of  the  river. 
The  shells  burst  on  each  bank  and  in  every 
ravine  and  bush  of  the  river  bed,  and  the  roar 
was  deafening.  The  enfilading  cannon  did 
terrible  execution.  The  Boers  fought  vvith  a 
courage  of  madness.  The  long  line  of  tlie>c 
batteries'  carried  frightful  havoc  and  carnage 
into  the  Boer  ranks,  while  the  Maxims  of  the 
two  British  infantry  battalions  were  at  work 
on  each  side  of  the  river.  General  Cronje's 
pluck  and  heroism  was  admired  by  his  foes. 
The  British  bombardment  of  the  Boer  entrench- 
ments resulted  in  driving  the  Boers  awav  in 
all  directions,  with  many  killed  and  wmiiuled, 
while  lifty  were  made  prisoners.  On  the  Brit- 
ish side  Captain  Campbell  of  the  Nintii  Lancers, 
and  Lieutenant  Houston,  of  the  artillery.  hikI 
four  privates  were  slightly  wounded. 

Boer  reinforcements,  under  General  Botha, 
came  from  (jeneral  Joubert's  army  before 
I.adysmilh  lo  reinforce  General  Cronje's  force. 
On  Wednesday,  February  2 1  si,  General 
Botha's  force  wa.^  defeated  and  scattered,  after 
heavy  lighting,  and  suffered  immense  loss.  A 
Boer  kopje  was  captured  with  fifty  prisoner.-, 
and  (jcneral  Cronje's  position  u.is  still  very 
precarious. 

On  February  24lh,  the  Boers  were  defeated 
in  repeated  attempts  to  break  through  the  Brit- 
ish lines  to  reinforce  General  Cronje.  and  Gen- 
eral De  Wet's  column  was  repulsed  with  se-

"In  the  After  House,"  by  Mary  Roberts  Rhine- 
hart:  William  Briggs  &  Co,,  Toronto  Can, 
This  is  a  rather  gruesome  story  cleverly 
told.  It  is  of  absorbing  interest,  and  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  any  one  beginning  it  in  the  evening 
will  not  lay  it  down  until  he  has  finished  it.  It 
rela.testhe  adventures  of  a  young  *'cub"  doctor, 
Ralph  Leslie,  .who  has  worked  his  way  through 
college  and,  shortly  afterwards  contracting 
typhoid  fever,  used  up  all  his  little  money,  find- 
ing himself  upon  his  recovery  with  only  seven 
dollars  in  his  pocket.  Unfit  to  go  to  work  and 
uowork  offering,  he  slfips  as  a  deck  hand  on 
board  a  private  yacht,  owned  by  one  Turner,  a 
very  rich  man  of  evil  reputation,  who  has  as  his 
guests  on  the  boat  beside  his  wife,  a  young 
man  by  the  name  of  Vail,  whom  Turner  fancies, 
after  some  days  at  sea,  is  in  love  with  his  wife; 
a  young  girl,  Elsa  Lee,  with  whom  the  "cub" 
doctor  immediately  becomes  enamored,  and 
another  woman,  a  divorcee,  very  handsome 
and  clever,  who  is  suspicious  of  the  untutored 
deck  hand  from  the  first.  The  voyage  has  been 
taken  with  the  object  in  view  of  keeping  Tur- 
ner away  from  drink,  but  Williams,  the  steward, 
under  orders  from  his  master,  manages  to  smug- 
gle a  great  deal  of  it  on  board,  with  the  result 
that  Turner  makes  a  beast  of  himself  every 
night,  and  becoming  friendly  with  the  first 
niate,  who  needs  very  little  persuasion,  invites 
him  to  drink  with  him,  and  renders  him  almost 
completely  useless  as  a  ship's  ol^icer.  The 
captain  interfering,  the  master  of  the  vessel 
threatens  to  put  the  mate.  Singleton,  in  com- 
mand, whereupon  his  chief  officer  informs 
Turner  that  if  he  persists  in  drinkiitg  and  de- 
moralizing thecrew,  he  will  put  him  in  irons. 
From  that  time  on  there  is  bitter  enmity  be- 
tween the  captain  and  the  ship's  owner.  Vail 
takes  sides  with  the  captain,  and  is  pcr.secuted 
by  Turner  in  consequence.  Afl'airs  on  board 
the  boat  are  in  a  very  uncomfortable  state,  and 
the  women  become  unea.M-,  as  threats  have 
been  made  openly.  One  nigiit  one  of  the  crew 
mysteriously  disappears,  and  the  women  are  so 
nervous  that  they  ask  Leslie  to  sleep  in  ime  of 
the  small  rooms  ofT  the  main  cabin,  so  tiiat  he 
may  be  within  call  in  case  ofwiced.  Turner 
continues  to  drinlc,  and  whenever  he  has  an  op- 
portunity gets  the  first  mate  drunk.  The  cap- 
tain threatens  to  lake  the  boat  to  the  nearest 
port;  Vail  remonstrates  with  Turner,  who  de- 
clares that  if  he  interferes  any  more  he  will  stop 
his  mouth  for  him  permanently.  Th.en  come.s 
the  night  of  terrible  happenings.  I.eslic  is 
aroused  from  sleep  by  hearing  a  scream,  he 
springs  from  his  bed  and,  going  to  his  door, 
linds  it  locked  from  the  outside.  He  manager 
10  break  it  down,  and  going  out  to  investigate 
discovers  Vail  first  of  all,  who  has  been  liter- 
ally chopped  to  jfieccs  with  an  ;ixe;  he  then 
comes  upon  tiie  captain,  wlio  has  been  mur- 
dered in  the  same  dreadful  fashion,  and  last  of 
all  lie  finds  one  of  the  lady's  maids  dead  from  a 
frightful  w(jund  in  the  back  of  the  head,  given 
by  the  same  weapon.  Of  how  Leslie  takes 
charge  of  the  boat,  and  is  suspected  by  the 
^\  omen,  and  of  how  he  takes  them  into  port,  of 
the  indescribable  something  which  some  of  the 
men  declare  they  see  from  time  to  time  on  the 
boat,  of  iiow  Turner  becomes  delirious  and 
says  incrinfinating  things  while  the  women  try 
lo  shield  liim  from  the  otiier  men,  makes  very 
exciting  reading.  It  all  turns  out  happily  for 
the  doctor,  iiowever,  and  at  the  last  of  the  book 
a  most  unexpected  denouement  is  made.

HANSEL   AND   GRETEL 

As  everyone  knows,  this  st(jry  is  taken  from 
Grimm's  Fairy  Tales,  The  text  was  written  by 
Adelhcid  Wette,  the  composer's  sister,  and  ar- 
ranged as  a  little  play  to  amuse  her  children. 
Her  brother  composed  some  little  melodies  for 
the  verses.  When  the  performance  was.  given, 
the  composer  perceived  the  possibilities  and 
determined  to  write  an  orchestral  .score. 

The  first  act  shows  the  hut  of  a  poor 
broom-maker.  Little  Hansel  and  Gretel  are 
alone  and  anxiously  watching  for  their  father 
and  mother,  who  have  gone  to  try  and  get  food 
for  them.  Now  and  then  forgetting  their  anx- 
iety the  children  dance  and  sing,  and  it  is 
while  they  are  thus  gaily  employed  that  their 
mother  enters  and  is  angry  witii  them  for  what 
she  considers  such  ill-timed  merriment.  She 
whips  them  botii,  and  in  so  doing  upsets  the 
milk  she  had  brought  them  for  their  supper. 
The  children  weep  and  the  mother's  anger 
gives  way  to  sorrow.  She  bids  the  children  go 
out  and  try  to  find  st>me  strawberries.  While 
they  are  gone  her  husband  enters.  He  has  a 
basket  of  food.  His  wife  tells  him  that  she  has 
sent  Hansel  and  Gretel  to  gather  berrie,s,and 
her  husband  finds  fault  with  her  for  so  doing, 
for,  as  he  explains  to  lier,  they  are  alnio.st  sure 
to  go  in  the  direction  of  the  forest  and  get  into 
the  clutches  of  the  old  witch  who  livcsjhere 
and  who  has  the  reputation  of  killing  and  eat- 
ing children. 

In  the  second  act  the  children  are  discov- 
ered in  the  forest.  They  have  found  plenty  of 
berries  and  are  happy  and  care-free,  dancing 
and  singing  and  making  garlands  of  flowers.

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RITISH  COLUMBIA  owes  it  to  the 
members  of  (he  force  that  the 
huilJiiiti'  of  the  first  transcunti- 
iiental  railway  was  proceeded  with 
as  safely  and  as  rapidly  as  it  was.

Piapot's  tepee  stood  directly  in  the  way  of  the 
line,  and  Piapot  brusquely  announced  that  there 
his  tepee  would  remain. 

The  railway  appealed  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  who  turned  the  complaint  over  to 
the  headquarters  of  the  police.  The  wires  were 
put  in  motion,  and  shortly  two  redcoats  trotted 
briskly  into  Pii|0|*scpip^^  t  instruct  two 
hiindred  armed  leaves  ihat.  obstruction  to  the 
niittrfty  rni^M;  ^2$e-  The  Indians  h^^d  not  quite 
learned  their  Jesson,  and^  seeing  only  two  men 
atione  against  their  hundreds,  wbett  ift|^^|[|iint 
pulleji  up  his  pony  before  the  chief's  tepCitind 
read  aloud  the  orders  that  the  Indians  must 
strike  tent  and  trail  North,  the  chief  demu!^. 
The  sergeant  gave  Piapot  fifteen  nUnutes  In 


wliti.li  lu  ubeji  u^4el'^  and  pulled  out  hia  watoh 
to  check  the  time.  The  cainp  hummed  YtkeWi 
anthill  disturbed.  Braves  mounted  their  horses 
and  fostled  the  mounts  of  the  two  pollcemeiH 
and  jeers  Md'^mocking  laughter  ^ot«i«ttlit  1ft- 
sults.  Sergeant  and  constable  stayed  mofion'- 
less  there  till  time  was  up.  tlien,  shoving  his 
watch  into  his  pocket,  the  sergeant  tossed  his 
reins  to  the  constable,  jumped  off  his  horse, 
and  walked  with  deliberation  over  to  Piapot's 
tent.  He  said  no  word,  but  with  the  same  de- 
liberation kicked  down  the  keypole  of  the 
lodge.  A  cry  of  rage  went  up,  and  the  mounted 
braves  closed  in  with  yells  and  arms  displayed 
athirst  for  the  blood  of  the  insulters  of  their 
chief  and  tribe.  Neither  sergeant  nor  man 
bated  a  jot  of  their  businesslike  disregard  of 
all  save  the  business  in  hand.  The  constable's 
job  was  to  hold  the  sergeant's  pony,  the  ser- 
geant's to  walk  down  the  line  of  tepees  knock- 
ing down  the  keypole  of  each  as  he  passed,  as 
if  no  Indian  was  within  a  hundred  miles.  The. 
braves  waited  for  their  cue  from  Piapot,  and 
Piapot,  shrewd  Indian  that  he  was,  was  at- 
tempting to  penetrate  the  force  that  lay  behind 
the  confident  front  of  the  two  white  men.  His 
sagacity  brought  home  to  him  the  price  that 
he  and  his  tribe  v/ould  pay  for  injury  to  men 
like  these.  The  self-restraint  that  comes  to 
kings  and  men  who  rule  enabled  him  in  the 
first  red  seconds  to  wait  and  ponder.  The  crisis 
had  come  and  passed.  The  orders  the  sergeant 
brought  were  obeyed.  The  tribe  moved  north- 
wards, and  it  is  said  that  for  the  whole  of  the 
first  year  of  construction  not  a  single  crime 
was  committed  along  the  construction  line  of 
the  C.  P.  R. 

The    Indians,    in    consequence,      gradually 
came  to  appreciate  the  fact  that  if  they  broke  , 
the  law  they  must  take  their  medicine,  and  they 
niostly  did  so  with  good  grace. 

The  only  real  murder  occurred  at  Fort 
Walsh  on  November  17,  .  1879.  Constable 
Grayburn  was  a  member  of  a  party  camped  a 
IIIbw  miles  from  the  fort  herding  horses.  There 
"was  a  Blood  Indian  camp  near  by.  On  the 
afternoon  of  November  17,  Grayburn  was 
found  dead  with  a  bullet  in  his  head.  Suspicion 
fell  on  an  Indian  named  Star  Child;  the  camp 
was  searched,  bdi  he  had  cleared  out  and  kept 
South  of  the  lint\  until  1881,  when  he  returned 
to  the  Blood  reserve.  He  was  then  arrested 
and  tried,  but,  although  no  moral  doubt  ex- 
isted that  he  was  the  guilty  man,  he  was 
acquitted  owing  to  the  entire  absence  of  direct 
evidence.  A  few  years  later  he  was  convicted 
for  horse  stealing  and  sentenced  to  a  term  of 
five  years  in  Manitoba  penitentiary,  where  he 
died.  'Il 

On  October  1.3,  1896,  a  Blood  Indian^' 
named  Charcoal,  killed  another  Indian  and 
fired  at  the  force  instructor.  Members  of  the 
force  at  once  took  up  the  pursuit,  which  was 
carried  on  until  November  10,  when  Sergeant 
Wilde  and  a  party  sighted  him.  Wilde  rode 
up  to  him,  placing  his  loaded  carbine  across  his 
own  knees,  and  reached  over  to  seize  him  with 
his  right  hand.  Charcoal  swerved,  fired  at 
Wilde,  hitting  him  *in  the  side  and  dropping 
liim  off  his  horse.  The  Indian  came  back  and 
fired  again,  hitting  Wilde  in  the  abdomen,  and 
then  dismounting  from  his  own  horse  and  tak- 
ing Wilde's  rode  off.  The  snow  v/as  very 
deep  and  the  horses  ridden  by  the  rest  of  the 
party  were  played  out.  Charcoal  was  ar- 
rested on  the  night  of  November  1 2  in  llie 
same  year,   and   subsequently  hanged. 

Almighty  Voice,  a  Cree  Indian,  was  ar- 
rested at  Batuchcon.  October  22,  1895, 
cha.'-gcd  with  cattle  killing  by  Sergeant  Cole- 
brook,  but  escaped  from  custody  at  Duck 
Lake.  On  October  2'',  while  on  patrol,  Cole- 
brook  came  across  Almighty  Voice  and  was 
killed  instantly  while  advancing  to  arrest  him. 
Nothing  was  heard  of  the  Indian  until  May, 
18^)7,  when  a  halfbreed  named  Vance,  met 
him  and  was  shot  at  and  wounded  by  the 
murderer.  On  May  28,  Inspector  Allan,  with 
a  scouting  party,  saw  one  or  more  Indians  run 
into  a  bluff.    They  went  to  investigate,  with  the 


■;M^ult;thatvlnsp6tto|l^|^pn^h^^^  right  arm 
badly  shattered  an^@|i|rfeant  Raven  was 
wounded  in  the  thigh.  Later  in  the  day  another 
attempt  was  made  to  dislodge  the  Indians,  but 
with  disastrous  results.  Corporal  llockin.  Con- 
stable Kerr  and  a  civilian,  Grennidy,  being 
killed.  Men  were  brought  from  Prince  Albert 
with  a  seven-pound  gun,  and  early  on  the 
morning  of  the  3oth  the  bluff  was  shelled,  and 
on  entering  later  three  Indians  were  found 
dead;  Almighty  Voice  and  another  Indian  in 
a  pit  and  the  third  in  the  brush. 

The  force  on  being  first,  enrolled  by  dif- 
ferent officers  in  September,  1873,  proceeded 
independently  by  steamer  from  Collingwood 
to  Port  Arthur,  and  from  there  to  Fort  Garry 
over  the  Dawson  route.  The  middle  of  Oc- 
tober found  the  force  in  quarters  at  Stone  Fort, 
or  Lower  Fort  Garr3^  Colonel  Osborne  Smith, 
D.  A.  G.  at  Fort  Garry,  was  .Acting  Commis- 
sioner for  a  short  time,  but  Colonel  G.  A. 
French,  Commandant  of  the  School  of  Gun- 
nery at  Kingston,  was  appointed  Commissioner, 
and,  proceeding  to  Manitoba,  took  command 
and  started  the  organization.  He  left  for  Ot- 
tawa in  February  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  force  to  march  West  during  the  coming 
Summer.  The  strength  was  raised  to  the  limit, 
three  hundred  men  and  horses  collected  at  New 
Fort,  Toronto,  and  on  June. 6,  1874,  the  force 
left  on  two  special  trains,  arriving  at  Fargo, 
thirteen  hundred  miles  away,  on  the  12th. 
There  everything  was  unloaded  from  the  trains, 
loaded  on  the  transport  wagons,  and  on  June 
15  the  force  left  by  road  for  Dufl"erin  (now 
Emerson ) ,  which  was  reached  on  June  19. 
There  the  whole  force  were  united  for  the 
first  time.  "A,""B"  and  "C"  Troops  having 
come  up  from  Lower  Fort  Garry  under  corn- 
mand  of  Colonel  Macleod,  C.  M.  G.,  the  As- 
sistant Commissioner. 

Preparations  for  the  march  West  were  hur- 
ried up,  and,  on  July  8,  the  force  pulled  out 
from  Dufferin  with  a  total  strength  of  two 
hundred  and  seventy-five  men,  three  hundred 


and  ten  hovi>emmmm^^mmber  of  Red 
River  carts,  ox  wagons  and  beef  cattle  on  the 
hoof,  Tlie  first  stage  from  Dufferin  to  Roche 
Percee,  two  hundred  and  seventy  miles,  was 
fairly  easy,  with  feed  and  water  to  be  found 
At  the  latter  point.  Colonel  James  with  "A" 
Troop  was  detached  from  the  main  command 
and  proceeded  to  Edmonton,  while  the  main 
force  moved  on  and  on  August  12  camped  on 
Old  Wires'  Creek,  where  a  cripples'  camp  was 
formed.  Going  on  West  on  September  9,  they 
arrived  at  the  Forks  of  Bow  and  Belly  Rivers, 
where  it  was  reported  that  a  large  number  of 
whisky  traders  were  located,  but  none  were 
found  there.  The  season  by  this  time  was 
wearing  away,  feed  had  been  of  the  poorest 
for  weeks,  the  grass  being  eaten  up  complete- 
ly by  buffalo  and  the  water  rendered  unfit  for 
use  by  them.  Horses  and  oxen,  consequently, 
were  in  poor  shape,  many  dying.  It  was  de- 
cided to  retrace  steps,  and  the  force  went 
across  from  the  Forks  to  West  Butte  of  Sweet 
Grass  Hills.  From  this  point  the  Commissioner 
and  the  Assistant  Commissioner  went  into 
lienton,  Montana,  to  get  some  needed  sup- 
plies, acquire  information,  if  possible  about 
whisky  traders,  and  communicate  with  Ottawa. 
.  The  distance  traveled  up  to  September -18 
was  about  eight  hundred  miles  from  Dufferin. 
On  the  2  1st;  "D"  and  "E"  Troops  started  on 
their  return  trip  East,  "B,"-"C"  and  "F"  re- 
maining to  await  the  return  of  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  from  Benton.  The  Commis- 
sioner joined  "D"  and  "E"'  Troops  on  his  re- 
turn from  Benton,  and  on  October  15  the 
Hudson's  Bay  post  at  Fort  O^'Appelle  was 
reached,  four  hundred  and  thirty-two  miles, 
and  the  force  pushed  on  to  Swan  River  Bar- 
racks, getting  there  on  the  2 1st.'  This  had  been 
selected  as  headquarters,  but  none  of  the  build- 
ings were  finished,  and  most  of  the  hay  put 
up  for  stock  had  been  burned.  Colonel  French 
took'"D"  troop  on  to  Dufferin,  arriving  at 
Winnipeg  on  November  7.  "E"  Troop 
wintered  at  Swan  River.

The  three  troops  left  in  the  West,  on  the 
return  of  Colonel  Macleod.  marched  to  a 
point  on  Old  Man's  River,  close  to  the  present 
site  of  Macleod,  and  built  barracks,  stables 
and  necessary  buildings, 'and  had  a  very  hard 
and  strenuous  Winter.  They  located  the 
whisky  traders,  stop)ied  the  traffic  in  intoxi- 
cants, and  laid  the  first  seeds  of  the  confidence 
that  has  always  existed  between  the  force  and 
the  Western   Indians. 

In  1875  "D"  joined  "E"  Troop  at  Swan 
River  and  Major  Walsh,  with  "B,"  proceeded 
frorn  Macleod  to  the  Cypress  Hills,  where  a 
fort  was  built,  known  as  Fort  Walsh.  In  the 
Summer  of  1875  Major-General  Selby  Smith, 
the  Officer  Commanding  the  Canadian  Militia, 
came  to  the  Northwest  and  inspected  the  force. 
His  report  was,  on  the  v/hole,  favorable.  In 
July,  1 876,  Colonel  French  resigned  and 
Colonel  Macleod  succeeded  him  as  Commis- 
sioner. That  Summer  a  large  escort  ac- 
companied the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  tlie 
Northwest  Territories  while  engaged  in  mak- 
ing treaties  with  the  Indians  at  Carlton  and 
Pitt,  and  later  in  the  year  this  force  went 
South  and  was  divided  between  Wateli  and 
-MacleuJ.  lu  sticngUten  these  pCista.         .   ' 

Thd  years  i876  to  1882  wtvt  anxious 
ones  to  tlie  force.  Custer's  massacre  .occurred 
on  June  2%,  1876,  and  the  Sioux  later  headed_ 
for  Canada,  began  to  cross  the  line  in  Decem- 
ber and  continued  coming  through  the  Winter 
into  the  Spring  of  1877,  until  there  were  about 
six  thousand  of  them  North  of  the  boundary, 
and,  in  addition,  a  large  number  of  Nez 
Percee  Indians  joined  the  Sioux.  '\'h\s  hirge 
body  of  Iiidians  consumed  a  large  number  of 
buffalo,  and  tlie  Canadian  Indians  resented 
their  presence  and  it  was  difficult  to  prevent 
trouble  between  them.  In  October,  1877, 
United  States  Commissioners,  Generals  Terry 
and  Lawrence,  arrived  at  Fort  Walsh  and,  at 
a  conference  with  Sitting  Bull  and  the  other 
chiefs,  tried  to  persuade  the  Sioux  to  return, 
but  without  success.  From  1877  to  1881  the 
force  had  the  supervision  of  these  Indians  and 
quietly  worked  to  induce  them  to  return  to 
their  ou'n  country,  which  they  finally  did  late 
in  1880  and  early  in  1881. 

At  that  time  there  was  much  unrest  among 
the  Canadian  Indians.  The  buffalo  'were  dis- 
appearing and  they  were  consequently  starv- 
ing. The  force  was  small  in  numbers,  and 
these  were  critical  times  at  Fort  Walsh  and 
Macleod,  particularly  the  former.  Many  close 
shaves,  but  fortunately  no  bloodshed,  though 
the  force  never  hesitated  to  arrest  prisoners 
or  recover  stolen  horses  from  the  largest 
camps.  However,  by  the  end  of  1882  all  had 
been  persuaded  to  leave  the  Cypress  Hills  and 
go  on  their  own  reserves. 

In  1877  the  Marquis  of  Lome  made  a  trip 
through  the  couritry,  escorted  by  meinbers  of 
the  force.  He  started  at  railhead,  a  little  West 
of  Portage  La  Prairie,  and  on  August  14  set 
out  from  Ellice  for  Qu'Appelle  and  traveled 
via  Carlton,  Battleford,  Blackfoot  Crossing", 
Calgary  and  Macleod  to  Fort  Shaw.  Montana, 
from  which  point  His  Excellency  returned  Last. 
While  at  Blackfoot  Crossing  he  was  present  at 
the  famous  treaty-making  with  the  Blackfoot 
nation. 

After  the  disappearance  of  the  buffalo  and 
the  return  of  the  Indians  to  their  reservations, 
things  were  a  bit  more  peaceful.  The  force 
was  increased  by  two  hundred  in  1882,  mak- 
ing a  total  strength  of  five  hundred.  Colonel 
Macleo3  \^'as  made  stipendiary  magistrate  and 
Colonel  A.  G.  Irvine  succeeded  him  in  com- 
mand on  November  l,  1880. 

The  C.  P.  R.  Railway  was  under  construc- 
tion, and  the  headquarters  were  transferred 
from  Fort  Walsh  to  Regina  in  December. 
1882,  and  in  1885,  owing  to  the  unsettled 
state  of  Indians  and  half-breeds,  the  force  was 
increased  to  one  thousand,  but  this  was  re- 
duced within  a  year  to  seven  hundred. 

In  April,  1886,  Colonel  Irvine  resigned  Ihe 
command,  and  was  succeeded  by  Colonel  1.. 
W.  llcrchmer.  In  1895  the  tlrst  police  went 
into  the  Yukon  under  Superintendent  Constan- 
tinc,  and  in  the  Winter  of  1896-7  a  post  was 
established  on  the  Summit  of  the  Coast  range, 
and  a  large  amount  of  customs  duties  were  col- 
lected. 

In  19 0(0  the  Boer  war  came,  and  the' Force 
supplied  eleven  officers  and  one  hundred  and 
thirty-four  men  to  the  2nd  Canadian  Mounted 
Rifles,  and  seven  ofllcers  and  twenty-six  men 
to  Strathcona's  Horse,  as  well  as  one  hundred 
and  lifty-one  horses  with  saddlery  and  stores. 

Superintendent  A.  B.  Perry  succeeded 
Colonel  Herchmcr  in  the  command  in  August, 
1900,  and  in  190.^  Sergeant  Fitzgerald  estab- 
lished a  post  at  Hcrschell  Island,  and  another 
detachment  at  Fort  Macpherson.  This  island 
lies  within  the  Arctic  circle,  and  the  object  of 
its  occupation  by  the  police  was  the  collection 
of  customs  dues  on  goods  imported  there,  and 
the  protection  of  the  Esquimaux. 

In  1904  His  Majesty  the  King  was  pleased 
to  confer  the  title  of  "Royal"  upon  the  North- 
West  Mounted  Police,  and  in  1911  a.second 
visit  was  paid  to  England  to  take  part  in  the 
Coronation  of  the  present  King.

Tales  of  Ancient  Civilization 

The  Story  of  Mexico 

(Continued) 

The  Aztecs  devised  a  very  simple  system 
of  notation  in  llieir  calendar,  which,  though 
it  seems  awkward  enough  to  a  modern  mind, 
compares  favorably  with  the  systems  followed 
by  the  great  mathematicians  of  antiquity.  In 
the  measurement  of  time  they  adju.sted  their 
civil  year  by  the  solar.  'They  divided  it  into 
eighteen  months  of  twenty  days  each.  Both 
months  and  days  were  ea^Jiped  by  peculiar 
hktQg^gmcs,  those  of  tH  fi^er  often  indi- 
(^ttlfl^'^ason  of  th^J^  the  French 
months  at  the  period  6t  the  Revolution,  Five 
c<wii|>Jeiiicntary  days,  as  I9  fam\,  Vfi*e  added 
t^mkt  up  the  full  complewfeiit  of  three  hun- 
dred and^  sixty-five.  They  belonged  to  no 
month*  and  were  regarded  as  peculiarly  un- 
lucky." As  the  year  Is  composed  of  nearly 
six  hours  more  than  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  days,^they  made  allowance  for  this  irregu- 
larity every  fifty-two  years  when  they  added  or 
interposed,  twelve  and  a  half  days.     At  the 


and  with  it  was  lighted  the  funeral  pyre  of  the 
unfortunate  sacrifice.  When  this  tlame  ascend- 
ed, all  sorrow  and  fear  were  forgollen,  ihe 
people  believed  that  the  unlucky  days  were 
over,  and  that  for  another  tifty-iwo  years  they 
need  have  no  misgivings.  Immediately  there 
were  shouts  and  cries  of  joy,  And  couriers  bear- 
ing lighted  torches  ran  hither  iind  thither  kind- 
ling the  tires  on  altar  and  hearthstone.  For 
thirteen  days  following,  the  people  gave  them- 
selves up  "to  festivity.  All  dwellings  were 
cleansed  and  whitened,  new  images  were  set 
up,  broken  vessels  replaced,  new  clothing 
made,  and  countless  sacrilices  of  thanksgiving 
ofl'ered  up.  This  festival  constituted  the  great 
national  carnival  of  the  Aztecs: 
(to  be  Gohtipwid*) 
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time'ot  the  conquest  their  ualeudai  was  found 
to  correspond  with  the  Eurppea^,  and  so  we 
have  proof  that  the  Aztec  year  was,  within  an 
almost  tnappreciable-fMfiiloh.  the  ex^ct.  tength 
of  the  tropical  year*.  "SuCh/»  writes  Prescott. 
"was  the  astonishing  precision  displayed  by  the 
Aztecs,  or  perhaps  by  their  more  polished  tol- 
tec  ancestors'  In  these  computations,  so  di'fficult 
as.  to  have  balfled,  till  a  comparatively  recent 
period,  the  most  enlightened  nations  of  Cliris- 
tendom."'  , 

The,  system  by  which  the  Aztdcs  deter- 
mined the  date  of  any  particular  event  was 
also  very  remarkable  and  accurate,  but  too 
long  to  explain  here.  It  is  deplorable  that  be- 
side such  mathematical  ingenuity  and  chrono- 
logical skill  there  should  exist  an  overpowenn| 
beUef  in  -the  value  of  astrology,"  :,wlil'Clfc||^M 
all  know,  meant  to  our  old-time  ancestors  tlie 
science  of  reading  the  past,  the  present  and  the 
future  by  the  stars.  The  Aztec. priests,  ,to  fur- 
ther their  own  ends,  encouraged' 'this  ^belief, 
which  is  natural  to  society  only  partially  civil- 
ized, and,  the  services  of  the:  astrologers/were 
constantly  in  demand.  When  a  child  was  born 
he  was  summoned  instantly,  and  \vili1fc  hi$' hor- 
oscope was:  being  read,  the  family  and  the 
family  friends  waited  about  in  the  gravest  state 
of  anxiety. 

Of  the  astronomical  attainments  of  the  Az- 
tecs we  know  very  little.    They  were  evidently 
acquainted  with  the  cause,  of  the  eclipses,  and. 
had  probably  arranged  a  system  of  constella- 
tions, though  we  know  of  no  astronomical  in- 
struments used  by  them  except  the  dial.    "An 
immense  circular  block  of  carved  stone,  disin- 
terred in  1790  in  the  great  square  in  Mexico, 
has  supplied  an  acute  and  learned  scholar  with 
the  means  of  establishing  some  interesting  facts 
with  regard  to  Mexican  science.    This  collossal 
fragment  upon  which  the  calendar  is  ^engraved 
shows  that  they  had  the  means  of  settling  the 
hours  of  the  day  with  precision,  the  periods  of 
the  solstices  and  the  equinoxes,  and  that  of  the 
transit  of  the  sun  across  the  zenith  of  Mexico." 
We  shall  conclude  this  slight  account  of  the 
science  of  the  early  Mexicans  by  giving  a  de- 
scription of  a  remarkable  festival  which  took 
place  at  the  conclusion  of  one  of  their  cycles 
of  fifty-two  years.    The  Mexicans  believed  that 
the  world  had  been  destroyed  at  four  dlfierent 
periods,  and  that  another  such  destruction  was 
to  take  place,  wlien  the  sun  would  be  darkened 
in  the  heavens,   and  the  human  race  blotted 
out.  and   chaos  settle  upon  the  globe.     The 
cycle  drew  to  an  end  in  the  latter  pai\of  De- 
cember, and  as  the  days  passed  by  bringiW  the 
termination  nearer,  and  the  storms  commmj  at 
that  season   of  the  year  swept  the  country, 
everywhere  was  fearful  anticipation.    They  be- 
lieved that  if  indeed  the  end  of  the  world  was 
to  come,  it  must  naturally  fall  on  one  of  those 
live  unlucky    days,  hence    when    they  arrived 
everyone  gave  himself  up  to  despair.     "They 
broke  in  pieces  the  little  images  of  their  house- 
hold gods,   in   whom  they  no  longer   trusted. 
The  holy  fires  were  suffered  to  go  out  in  the 
temples,   and  none  \vas  lighted  in   the  dwell- 
ings.    Their  furniture  and    domestic    utensils 
were  destroyed,  their  garments  torn  in  pieces; 
and  everything  was  thrown  into  disorder,  for 
the  coming  of  the  evil  genii  who  were  to  de- 
scend upon  the  desolate  earth." 

When  the  last  day  of  those  five  days  ar- 
rived the  priests  formed  themselves  into  a  long 
procession  dressing  themselves  in  the  gowns 
of  the  gods  and  wearing  llie  ornaments  which 
had  lately  adorned  these  images.  From  among 
the  stock  of  captives  always  kept  on  hand  they 
selected  the  most  perfect  in  form  and  feature 
and  the  most  noble  of  birth,  then  carrying 
with  tlicm  the  material  for  making  the  New 
Fire  they  ascended  a  lofty  mountain.  Here, 
having  reached  the  summit  they  sal  down  until 
the  liour  of  midnight,  when  the  constellation 
of  the  Pleiades  approached  the  zenith.  At  this 
mystic  hour,  the  priest  laid  the  victim  upon  the 
altar,  and  cut  out  his  heart.  Upon  the  breast 
of  the  dying  man,  the  New  Fire  was  kindled.

By  the  custom  of  the  Varangian 
princes  the  headship  of  the  family  did  not 
Seseend  from  father  to  son,  but  to  tlie  oldest 
living  representative  of  the  family.  Who 
should  be  Prince  of  Kiev  was  therefore  often; 
a  burning  question,  because  it  was  by  no  means 
easy  to  determine  which  of  the  many  princes 
^ould  justly  claim  seniority.  There  'yV-ere 
many  civil  wars  over  this  issue,  but  they  do  not 
seem  to  have  been  nearly  as  bitter  or  bloody  . 
as  the  wars  tliat  marked  Germany.  They 
were  rather  in  the  nature  of  family  quarrels, 
which  were  settled  by  an  appeal  to  force,  be- 
cause there  was  no  tribunal  to  which  the  ques- 
tions in  dispute  could  be  referred.  This  strife 
had  the  effect  of  consolidating  the  people.  No 
prince  wished  any  other  prince's  territory,  that 
is,  as  a  rule^  and  all  that  was  needed  to  cement 
all  Russia  into  a  single  nation,  as  Nature  had 
made  it  a  single  country,  was  the  Iwur  and 
the  man  to  take  advantage  of  it.  The  begin- 
ning of  the  change  came  in  1169,  when 
.  AflMdi'ew,  Prince  of  Spuzdal,  himself  of  the 
house  of  Rurik,  formed  a  coalition  against  the 
Prince  of  Kiev,  and  marching"  against  that  city, 
captured  and  destroyed  it.  He  removed  the 
capital  to  his  own  city,  which  was  on  the 
Volga.  Abandoned  to  their  fate,  the  steppes, 
became  subject  to  inroads  p^  barbarians,  and 
the  Russian  principalities  developed  for  three 
centuries  isolated  from  the  civilization  of  the 
South  and  West.. 

For  a  half  centufy  or  more  after  the  cap- 
ture and  destruction  of  Kiev  the  condition  of 
Russia  was  very  unsettled.    The  attempt  to  •  re- 
move the  national  capital  from  the  shores  of 
the  Dneiper  to  those  of  the  Volga  was  only 
in  part  successful,  for  the  clergy  refused  to  for- 
sake the  city,  where  they  had  first  established 
Christianity  and  where  they  continued  to  main- 
tain themselves  with    much    dignity,   notwith- 
standing the  ruin  wmuglU   in  the  surrounding 
country  by  the  marauding  hordes,  who,  flocked 
into  the   steppes   fropi   some  seemingly  inex- 
haustible source   of  supply   in   Asia.      One   of 
the  insoluble  problems  of  history  is  io  ascer- 
tain out  of  what  environment  came  these  al- 
most    innumerable    thousands   of   barbarians, 
who  for  eight  centuries  followed  each   other 
across  Southern  Europe.     It  was  a- fortunate 
thing  for  civilization  that  the  Carpathian  Moim- 
tains  formed  an  obstacle    behind    which    tlie 
Germans,  the  Poles  and  the  Hungarians  could 
form  to  resist  the  advance  of  the  wild  tribes 
ovho  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  the  ancestors 
of  these  occupants  of  Central  Europe.     It  was 
only  this  natural  barrier  that  made  it  possible 
for  Europe  to  resist  the  invasion,  which,  a  few 
years  later  than  the    times  of  which  we  speak, 
threatened  to  set  up  a  Mongol  Empire  extend- 
ing from  the  China  Sea  on  the  East  to  the 
Bay  of  Biscay  on  the  West.     But,  before  we 
speak  of  tliis  invasion,  it  may  be  well  to  give 
a  few  particulars  of  the  condition   of   Russia 
after  the  destruction  of  Kiev.     After  the  over- 
throw of  that  principality  by  George  Dolgor- 
ouki, of  Souzdal,    his   son  and  successor,    An- 
drew, resolved  up<;)n  establishing  himself  as  an 
absolute  monarch.     With  that  object  he  made 
no  claim  to  the  grand  principality,  the  ruler  of 
which    was,     as    we    have    seen,     recognized 
through  the  whole  Slav  country  as  the  head  of 
the  House  of  Rurik,  and  set  about  compelling 
the  nearby  governments  to  acknowledge    him 
as  their  sovereign  lord.     The  greatest  obstacle 
to  his  plans  was  presented  by  the  Republic  of 
Novgorod,  which  controlled   the  great  region 
lying  East  of  the  Baltic.     Although  the  Nov- 
gorodians  had  been  the  lirst  to  invite  the  Var- 
angians to  cross  the  sea,  which  formed   their 


Teaching  at  one  tlt»e  a  population  of  400,000.  - 
Its  greatness  perished  when  Ivan  the  Terrible 
wreaked  his  vengeance  upon  it  In  1471,   -

Wonders  of  Nature— IIL 

There  are  wonderful  things  in  nature  be- 
sides those  of  her  processes  to  which  reference 
has  Ijeen  made  in  preceding  articles  of  this 
series,  and  almost  as  wonderful  is  the  skill  with 
which  Science  is  able  to  read  her  secrets.  To 
most  of  us  a  little  piece  of  dried  skin  does  not 
mean  much.  One  piece  is  very  like  another. 
Nevertheless  there  are  great  differences  be- 
tween one  piece  and  another  and  between  one 
hair  and  another.  Professor  Philip  l^enry 
Gosse,  in  his  work  on  the  Microscope,  relates 
that  a  very  small  piece  of  what  seemed  to  be 
dried  skin  was  brought  to  a  distinguished  mi- 
croseopist,  and  he  was  asked  if  he  could  siy 
whether  or  not  it  was  human  skin.  From  ap- 
peara.nce  it  might  have  been  almost  anything. 
it  was  small,  brown  and  apparently  hairless. 
It  might  have  been  knocked  of^"  an  old  trunk, 
or  been  torn  off  a  shoe,  or  it  might  not  be 
skin  at  all.  The  microscopist  said  he  thought 
he  Could  tell  what  it  was,  and,  after  careful  ex- 
amination, he  detected  some  very  line  hairs  on 
the  fragment.  This  settled  beyond  controversy 
that  the  thing  wa:s  skin.  But  the  investigator 
went  further.  He  said  the  hairs  were  human, 
and  that  they  grew  upon  a  part  of  the  body 
that  was  usually  naked.  He  also  said  that  the 
skin  belonged  to  a  person  of  a  light  com- 
plexion. 

In  a  certain  part  of  Yorkshire  there  stands 
an  old  church,  and  tradition  has  it  that,  in  the 
days  when  the  Danes  were  harassing  England, 
a  robber  was  caught  in  the  very  act  of  theft; 
and  the  people,  so  as  to  make  his  fate  a  terror 
to  all  other  evil  doers,  flayed  him  alive  and 
nailed  his  skin  to  the  church  door.  Centuries 
passed,  and  the  remorseless  tooth  of  time 
wore  away  the  skin,  and  the  story  no  longer 
found  credence  in  the  country-side.  But  in  the 
door  were  a  number  of  large-headed  nails,  and 
when  one  of  these  was  pulled  out,  a  bit  of  what 
was  thought  to  be  skin  was  handed,  to  the 
microscopist  for  examination,  who  told  those 
who  brought  it  to  him  that  it  was  from  the 
body  of  a  fair-haired  man,  such  as  a  Dane 
would  almost  certainly  be.  Thus  was  the  fate 
of  the  Danish  robber  conlirmed  by  the  micro- 
scope more  than  a  thousand  years  after  he  met 
his  ghastly  fate. 

Let  us  enter  a  little  way  into  another  field, 
which  the  microscope  opens  to  us.  Every  per- 
son  has  noticed  Ihe  beautiful  gleam  of  the 
scales  of  certain  lishe.';.  The  most  striking 
examples  of  it  are  found  in  goldfish,  on  which 
the  colors  play  with  an  ever-changing  radi- 
ance. What  is  the  explanation  of  this?  The 
scales  are  not  themselves  colored.  Where  they 
are  not  exposed  to  the  air  they  are  quite  color- 
less, but  underneath  the  scales  there  is  a  pig- 
ment quite  separate  from  them,  although  ad- 
hering to  the  surface  and  oozing  out  to  the  ex- 
terior part  of  the  scale.  Examined  under  a 
microscope,  this  pigment  is  seen  to  consist  of 
minute  oblong  crystals,  flat  witii  pointed  ends. 
Tliese  are  constantly  in  motion,  as  ihougli  lliey 
themselves  were  alive.  No  one  knows  whe- 
ther they  are  alive  or  not,  but  it  is  this  motion 
that  makes  the  goldtisli.so  beautiful  with  a  play 
of  light  that  nothing  else  possesses,  except  tlie 
coloring  of  some  other  lishes.

St.  Paul,  and  give  th#lf  several  Epbtles;  The 
remainder  of  the  book,  eighty-six  and^  hall 
pages,  is  devoted  to  the  doings  of  St.  Paul  and 
the  letters  attributed  to  him.  Some  scholars 
are  inclined  to  doubt  if  the  Epistle  to  the  He- 
•brews  was  written  by  him,  but  it  is  included  in 
the  New  Testament  because  the  weight  of  au*p 
Ihority  'was  thought  to  be  in  favor  of  thaf/ 
claim;  therefore  wliether  he  did  or  did  not 
write  it  is  immaterial  in  the  connection  jn 
which  the  subject  is  now  being  considered. 

Of  the  life  of  Jesus  we  know  very  little. 
.  This  is  by  no  means  a  matter  of  surprise.  St. 
Matthew  probably  knew  nothing  at  all  of  His 
early  life  personally;  neither  is  there  any  rea- 
.  son  to  suppose  that  St.  Mark  did.  St.  John  is 
supposed  on  excellent  authorit}'  to  have  been 
His  cousin,  and  probably  knew  something  of 
His  boyhood  and  young  manhood,  but  he  did 
not  think  it  worth  while  to  place  much  on  re- 
cord about  it.  St.  Luke  probably  never  knew 
Jesus  personally.  He  was  not  a' Jew,  and  he  is 
generally  thought  to  have  been  a  native  of 
Anlioch,  to  which  place  it  is  hardly  possible 
that  the  fame  of  Jesus  extended  during  His 
life.  Among  the  Evangelists  he  was  probably 
the  best  fitted  by  education  to  write  a  bio- 
graphy, and  the  fact  he  did  not  do  so  in  the 
case  of  Jesus  suggests  that  there  were  not 
many  things  in  His  early  life  that  were  consid- 
ered by  His  contemporaries  as  important.  Not 
very  much  is  known  about  the  lives  of  the 
Evangelists.  Of  the  writers-  of  the  Epistles, 
other  than  St.  Paul,  we  know  very  little.  A 
few  facts  are  given  in  the  first  part  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles,  especially  in  regard  to  St. 
Peter,  but  of  his  early  life  and  his  career  as  a 
whole,  we  know  very  little.  We  know  even 
less  of  St.  James,  St.  Jude,  and  St.  John. 

With  Paul,  however,  the  case  is  very  dif- 
ferent.    We  first  hear  of  him  as  a  young  man 
superintending  the  stoning  of  St.  Stephen.  The 
accounts  of  this  tragedy  close  with  the  words 
"and  the  witnesses  laid  down  their  clothes    at 
the  feet  of  a  young  man,  whose  name    was 
Saul."     The  story  of  his  career  as  an  Apostle 
ends  with  the  statement  that  Paul  "dwelt  two 
\vhole  years  in  his  own  hired   house  and   re- 
ceived  all  that  came  in  unto  liim,   preaching 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching  those  things 
which  concern  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  all 
confidence,  no  man  forbidding  him."    St.  Paul 
had  the  advantage  of  an  excellent  education 
viiid  of  an  intimate  friend,  St.  Luke,  who  took 
a*  lively  interest   in   recording  what   the   great 
Apostle   told   him.     Thus  it  came  about  that 
many   incidents  in   Paul's  life  were  preserved 
and  that  we  get  a  glimpse  or  two  of  his  per- 
sonality quite  apart    from    his  doings  as  the 
leader  of  a  new  religious  cult.     He  is  the  most 
real  person  spoken  of  in  the  New  Testament, 
that  is,  employing  the  wsrd  "real"  as  implying 
the  possibility  of  visualizing  him.     We  do  not 
require  to  make  much  effort  of  the  imagination 
to  form  a  correct  idea  of  the  manner  oi  man 
Paul  was.     We  see  in  the  accounts  given  of 
him  an  earnest,  educated,  ambitious,  courage- 
ous, forceful  and  intellectually  keen  man,  cap- 
able  of  great   self-denial   and  wliolly   devoted 
to   whatever     work    he    might   have  in   han.l. 
When  he  thought  it  to  be  his  duty  to  perse- 
cute the  followers  of  the  Nazarene,  he  did  so 
with  vigor;  when  he  became  convinced  that  it 
was  his  duty  to  make  known   what  ho  called 
"the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ,"    nothing 
stood  in  his  way.     He  was  a  born  leader    of 
men.  one  who  could   inspire   all  around   him 
with  faith  and  courage.

That  many  incidents  of  frontier  life  mak- 
ing part  of  the  history  of  various  states  have 
not  been  written  and  consequently  passed  into 
oblivion  is  to  be  deplored.  Those  v/hb  are  now 
living  and  witnessed  the  building  of  the  West 
should  commit  to  memory  those  scenes  which 
illuminated  with  the  sun  of  their  youth  stand 
out  from  the  musk  of  age  as  one  of  our  grand 
snow-capped  mountains  rises  above  its  infer- 
ior brothers.  , 

.  In  the  following  account  names  will  be 
suppressed  for  very  obvious  reasons.  Prior  to 
leaving  St.  Paul  I  bought  from  Buchner 
Brothers  a  .44  W^inchester  with, an  extra  long 
barrel  and  magazine,  but  it  only  held  fifteen 
cartridges  as  the  ordinary  one  did.  Its  trigger 
cou'd  be  set,  and  on  the  right  side  between 
barr*l  and  magazine  was  a  wiping  rod,  un- 
doubtedly the  weapon  of  some  gun  crank  (God 
bless' them). 

1  was  on  a  survey  party,  but  for  what  pur- 
pose or  who,  I  never  discovered.  We  started 
from  Glendive  down  the  Yellowstone.  The 
town  was  not  much;  just  a  few  shacks,  but 
mostly  tents  of  all  shapes  and  in  various  stages 
of  repair.  We  were  moving  along  on  the  left 
bank  at  a  good  rate,  and  had  made  about 
thirty-seven  miles,  as  well  as  I  can  remember. 
The  camp  was  made  early,  as  some  field  notes 
and  calculations  had  to  be  attended  to.  The 
chief  gave  me  permission  to  leave,  with  the 
warning  that  if  not  back  in  time  1  would  have 
to  go  supperless.  It  seems  peculiar  to  me  now 
that  man  never  thought  of  much  but  eating. 
However,  1  concluded  to  take  a  chance  on  get- 
ting something  from  the  cook  if  necessary. 

My  walk  was  down  the  river,  and  there 
was  a  fair  trail  through  the  brush.  The  river 
had  fallen  considerably,  leaving  a  rocky  bed 
between  the  edge  of  the  brush  and  the  water. 
This  formation  had  occasional  ridges  two  to 
four  feet  high  with  a  little  valley,  if  I  may 
so  call  it,  on  the  further  side.  This  bottom 
was  made  up  of  sand  and  pebbles.  In  this 
softer  formation  were  many  deer  tracks.  After 
sauntering  for  an  hour  I  noticed  two  dark  col- 
ored animals  coming  from  the  water,  and  get- 
ting in  one  of  the  little  valleys  I  approached 
to  where  I  judged  I  could  see  the  animals 
closer.  On  peering  over  the  edges  of  the 
boulders,  I  saw  about  twenty-five  or  thirl v 
yards  away,  two  deer.  Placing  the  rille  to  my 
shoulder  I  aimed  at  the  head  of  the  one  nearest 
me  and  drew  the  trigger.  The  deer  fell,  and 
I  stood  watching  the  other  going  to  the  brush. 
After  a  little  1  went  down  to  the  fallen  one  and 
made  an  attempt  at  bleeding  it.  Hardly  any 
blood  came,  and  I  pressed  the  ribs  with  a  foot 
several  times  to  hasten  the  process.  Then  I 
saw  it  was  useless,  and  might  as  well  dre£3  it, 
but  before  doing  so  thouglit  I  would  follow  the 
advice  of  a  good  gun  man  and  clean  my  rifle 
after  every  shol  if  possible.  1  drew  the  stick 
from  its  place,  and  was  wrapping  a  piece  of 
rag  on  it  when  I  heard  a  stone  rolling  behind 


turned  to  the  others.  Their  faces  were  just 
blank  astonishment.  I  held  some  place  on  the 
fellow  with  the  gun  and  pulled  again  and  again. 
This  time  I  heard  the  shot,  but  when  the  smoke 
cleared  the  only  one  visible  was  the  one  with 
the  spear.  He  was  running  for  the  brush  all 
bent  over,  and  I  took  a  shot  in  his  direction, 
but  he  still  ran.  1  then  got  on  the  boulders 
and  saw  my  painted  friend  stooped  over  and 
going,  but  very  slowly.

I  had 
fired  fourteen  shots  and  only  knew  of  tiring 
three.  1  crammed  one  cartridge  in  the  barrel 
and  took  a  last  crack  at  the  runner  just  as  he 
tried  to  climb  the  soft  soil.  He  fell  over  back- 
ward; then  I  started  to  fill  up  my  magazine. 
When  this  was  done  I  turned  my  attention  to 
Big  Mouth,  and  at  the  second  shot  he  quit 
walking,  and  fell  on  his  face,  lying  quiet.'  Then 
1  looked  for  the  third,  the  one  who  had  the 
rifle,  but  could  not  see  him;  but  there  was  a 
piece  of  cottonwood  log  in  the  bottom  almost 
broadside  to  me.  I  ran  forward  and  then  saw 
him  lying  by  it  in  hopfis  of  concealing  himself. 
1  lired  once  again.  He  did  not  move.  From 
my  position  now.l  should  have  been  able  to 
see  all  three,  but  the  one  next  to  the  bank  and 
brush  was  gone.  Immediately  it  came  to  me 
that  he  had  gone  for  help.  This  put  me  in  a 
panic,  and  1  made  for  the  river.  Whether  1 
swam  or  waded  it  1  do  not  know,  but  when 
1  got  on  the  other  side  I  ran,  and  I  never  knew 
how  fast  I  could  do  this  act.  Once  since  I 
have,  but  that  is  another  story.  When  I  was 
opposite  the  camp  I  tried  to  cross,  but  had  to 
go  a  long  way  up.  The  horse  wrangler  saw 
me  and  rode  his  horse  in  deep,  then  threw  bis 
rope  and  towed  me  out. 

When  asked  how  I  got  over  the  river  and 
why,  I  told  him  my  tale.  He  looked  aston- 
ished and  .said,  "Grab  my  stirrup  and  vve  will 
get  the  rest  of  the  boys  and  clean  up  that 
bunch  before  it  gets  too  late." 

On  arriving  close  to  camp  we  shouted,  "In- 
dians!" You  should  have  seen  that  surveyor 
come  out  of  the  tent.  1  have  seen  a  rabbit 
come  out  of  a  hole  when  a  ferret  was  in  the 
warren,  and  that  is  the  closest  I  can  describe 
his  exit,  or  rather  his  appearance  on  the  scent. 
When  told  the  story  he  shouted  several  times, 
"We  will  all  be  killed,"  Then  he  said  for  every 
man  to  "get  into  the  brush  and  hide."  At 
this  the  horse  wranger  and  another  man  told 
him  some  very  plain  truths  in  a  very  profane 
way,  and  advised  '"that  if  anyone  was  afraid 
the  proper  place  to  resist  attack  was  away  out 
on  a  bar  as  far  from  brush  as  they  could  get." 
The  boss  still  wanted  to  go  to  the  brush,  but 
was  threatened  with  hog-tying  if  he  did  not 
keep  quiet.  The  rest  of  the  crowd  did  not 
want  to  go  that  evening  to  the  seat  of  war. 
I  did  not  care  about  it  myself — I  was  "rather 
tired,"  and  then  I  did  want  some  tea  and  ham, 
and  bread,  and. other  things,  but  the  boys  con- 
cluded to  move  camp  on  to  the  bar.  They 
did  so,  and  I  can  feel  some  of  those  stones 
yet.  I  know  1  felt  them,  all  right,  for  I  never 
slept  a  wink  (that  face  was  before  me  all  the 
time),  and  I  think  few  of  the  others  did.  I 
could  hear  the  surveyor  moaning  all  night,  the 
wrangler  snoring  and  the  boys  on  guard  whis- 
pering. 

Before  daylight  the  wrangler  and  another 
took  repeaters  and  went  towards  where  I  de- 
scribed. They  found  the  place  with  the  deer 
still  there;  also  where  the  Indians  had  been  in 
the  brush.  They  said  there  were  about  seven 
or  eight  horses,  no  tepee,  and  from  that  they 
would  say  it  was  a  small  horse-stealing  party, 
who,  finding  me  alone,  as  they  thought,  with  a 
muzzle-loading  rifle  empty,  as  my  actions  at 
the  deer  had  led  them  to  believe,  concluded 
they  would  have  a  scalp  and  another  gun.  They 
brought  in  a  muzzle-loading  rifle,  discharged. 


It  was  Joiaquin  jWiiJer^  the  poet,  who  de» 

Glared  that  the  Oregon  Cascades  ought  to  be 
called  the  "Oregon  Sierras,"  since  they  are 
properly  a  Northern  extension  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Range.  Up  there,  at  an  altitude, of 
from  5,000  to  7,000  feet,  feeding  on  the  tall 
grass  of  the  plateaus  and  sporting  among  the 
crags  and  lava  pinnacles,  range  the  "mule 
deer,"  "so  called  because  of  their  long  ear.s. 
Larger  than  the  common  deer,  the  bucks,  al- 
most as  big  as  elk  stags,  make  game  of  a  royal 
kind.  , 

The  first  one  1  saw  made  me  believe,  for 
a  little  while,  that  it  was  an  elk.  Two  of  us 
were  in  camp  near  Diamond  Peak,  well  up  to- 
ward the  hump  of  the  range  under  the  ever- 
lasting snowfields,  and  some  fifty  miles  North 
of  the  Oregon-California  line.  While  my 
partner  cooked  breakfast,  I  led  the  pack  po- 
nies down  to  the  edge  of  Diamond  Lake  to 
drink.  While  1  stood  there,  letting  the  horses 
take  their  fill  of  the  ice-cold  water,  I  heard 
a  rustle  of  madrona  leaves,  and,  looking  up, 
saw  a  mule  deer — a  big  buck — stalk  down  to 
the  lake's  edge.  He  did  not  see  me  as  1  stood 
behind  the  ponies,  and  so  he  was  not  afraid. 
He  held  his  great  crest  proudly  on  high  and 
surveyed  the  world  before  him.  Hi^  eyes  glit- 
tered like  beads  of  emerald,  and  his  coat  of 
brown  glistened  in  the  early  morning  sun  like 
much-rubbed  sealskin.  Not  till  I  made  a  slight 
move  did  he  skip  away,  for  they  are  shy,  and 
keenly  afraid  of  man. 

Later  on  that  trip  v/e  got  two,  both  in  tip- 
top condition  as  to  meat  and  pelt.  And  our 
method  of  hunting  was  always  by  stalking. 
The  existing  game  laws  of  Oregon  are  very 
strict,  as  is  right  they  should  be.  No  dogs, 
no  night  hunting  with  lamps,  no  baiting — none 
of- the  schemes  that  really  lower  the  standard 
of  big  game  hunting  and  make  of  it  a  slaughter 
rather  than  a  sport. 

As  to  stalking — this  is  the  method  of  the 
real  sportsman.  Strangely  enough,  it  is  hark- 
ing back  to  the  good  old  times  of  long  ago. 
It  is  a  method  that  cannot  be  used  everywhere 
in  Oregon,  for  the  simple  reason  that  some  of" 
the  big  game  sections  are  heavily  and  dense- 
ly timbered,  very  rough,  and  of  such  a  nature 
as  to  make  the  plan  impossible.  But  up  on  the 
"Oregon  Sierras,"  where  the  mule  deer  range, 
stalking  is  the  thing.  And  during  the  open  sea- 
son, irom  the  first  of  August  till  the  last  of 
October  many  hunters  will  get  their  game  in 
this  way. 

My  partner,  for  the  trip  in  question,  was 
an  old-timer  of  the  trail.  The  Cascade  coun- 
try was  an  open  book  to  him.  He  knew  all 
the  "runs,"  all  the  "crossings,"  all  the  "feed- 
ing grounds"  between  Union  Peak  and  Thiel- 
son.  So,  on  the  second  day  after  our  making 
camp  near  Diamond  Lake,  after  we  had  hob- 
bled the  ponies  in  the  waist-high  grass,  we 
found  a  sign  and  took  up  the  trail.  Zeke  cal- 
culated, by  the  number  of  tracks,  that  there 
were  three  deer  in  the  bunch,  probably  more; 
and  from  the  size  of  the  tracks  he  declared 
there  must  be  two  bucks.  This  being  the  late 
Fall  season,  well  after  rutting  and  mating  time, 
the  deer  are  often  found  in  herds,  does  and 
bucks  together. 

The  old-timer  took  the  lead,  following  the 
trail  like  a  hound.  After  going  a  mile  or  more, 
he  stopped  and  examined  tne  tracks  more 
closely. 

^"Yep."  he  said  aloud,  a^  if  speaking  a  con- 
viction that  had  already  formed  in  his  mind, 
"there  are  four  of  'em — two  bucks  and  two 
does.  Hemember,  it's  stalk  from  now  on, 
and  lie  low!" 

So  we  put  away  our  pij'^es,  closed  our 
mouths  and  began  to  sneak  in  earnest.  Zeke 
had  already  taken  note  of  the  wind  and  the 
lay  of  the  ground,  both  being  in  our  favor.  He 
whispered  to  me,  as  if  the  game  v/as  a  short

Finally  we  came  up  behind  a  boulder  that 
isat  on  the  crest  of  a  knoll  in  the  centre  of  the 
vale.  Until  now  we  had  not  dared  to  lift  our 
heads.  But  with  this  shield  before  us,  we  cau- 
tiously rose  up  and  peeped  over. 

What  a  sight  it  was!  The  herd  was  down 
there— just  as  Zeke  said  it  would  be — four  of 
them — two  bucks,  two  does.  It  was  a  sight  to 
make  one's  heart  leap  with  quicker  beat;  to 
make  one's  blood  flow  faster. 

We  dare  not  rise  up  to  shoot  from  a  sit- 
ting or  kneeling  posture.  For  already  both 
bucks  were  alarmed.  They  stamped  back  and 
forth,  Sniffing  their  keen  noses  for  the  least 
suspicion  of  danger.  W'e  took  aim  lying  down, 
straight  from  the  shoulder,  each  of  us  select- 
ing a  buck  in  the  order  of  position.  Then  the 
old-timer  counted,  so  low  I  could  hardlv  hear: 

"One!  Two! — " 

The  rifles  cracked  as  one  weapon!  Fol- 
lowed a  shrill  whistle  of  alarm,  several  quick 
snorts  and  the  quick  stamping  of  hoofs  on  the 

sod. 

Whether  it  was  a  clean  mLss  on  the  part  of 
one  of  us,  or  whether  a  mistake  was  made  in 
selection,  neither  Zeke  or  I  would  confess  any- 
how, only  one  of  the  bucks  came  down.  He 
leaped  straight  up  and  fell  in  his  tracks;  but 
the  other  was  off  like  the  wind,  joining  the 
herd  in  making  a  brown,  blurred  streak  across 
the  vale. 

We  leaped  to  our  feet  as  quickly  as  we 
could  and  let  him  have  it  on  the  fly;  but  all 
to  no  purpose. 

That  night  we  had  venison  for  supper, 
done  according  to  Joaquin  Miller's  rule — cut 
into  small  cubes,  with  chopped  onion  thrown 
in,  salted  and  peppered,  and  fried  brown  in 
bacon  grease.  Don't  you  tell  me  it  isn't  good!

I  let  the  dog  keep  up  witli  me  and  worry  me, 
and  did  not  light  back.

We  wood-cluick.s  are  not  agile  like 
the  rabbit  ov  tlie  squirrel,  and  my  movements 
I  were  not  very  swift. 

As  r reached  the  mouth  of  ihe  burrow  the 
rifle  cracked  and  the  bullet  just  grazed  my 
back,  cutting  out  a  wisp  of  my  brown"  fur,  and 
scaring  me  almost  into  a  convulsion.  1 
tumbled  into  the  depth  of  our  oome  with  the 
shout  .of  ^Ufit,  demoniacal  boy.  and  the  bark- 
ing opii^^i^-  ringing  in  my  -ears.  1 1  was  a 
blood-curdling  experience. 


!S  a  self-respecting  wood-chuck;  J 
wonder  at  the  ignorance  of  boys, 
dogs  and  men.  This  subject  has 
often  been  discussed  by, us  in  our 
burrows;  for  every  aninial  and 
every  species  of  bird,  and  every  fish  has  a 
language,  or  a  means  of  thought-communica- 
tion. 

Our  burrow  is  in  the  side  of  a  hill  close  to 
an  orchard,  and  in  a  very  good  farming  coun^ 
try.  At  the  foot  of  the  hill  is  a  hake  fringed 
with  a  growth  of  small  oaks  and  willows. 
Clover  fields  are  near  us,  and  altogether  our 
situation,  as  far  as  supplies  are  concerned,  is: 
very  favorable.  But  we  are  not  good  to  eat 
and  our  fur  is  not  valuable  for  any  purpose 
worth  mentioning,  and  yet  we  are  pursued  by 
our  ancient  enemy,  man,  with  a  most  untiring 
and  malignant  energy.  The  boys  are  probaJoly 
our  most  inveterate  foes,  and  they  are -very 
cunning  and  persistent  in  their  efforts  to  capture  v 
UL-  Our  burrow  is  very  deep  and  long,  with 
many  underground  galleries.  '  We  dug  it,  far 
enough  away  from  the  lake  so  that  the  water 
could  not  be  quickly  carried  from  the  shore  to 
the  mouth  of  the  burrow,  for  one  mode  of  des- 
troying us  is  to  fill  the  blirrows  with  water 
and  drive  us  out  to  the  dogs  or  guns.  -This  is 
called  "drowning  us  out."  But  our  home  is  so 
deep,  so  long,  and  with  so  many  different 
chambers  that  this  plan  has  always  failed  to 
dislodge  any  member  of  our  family. 

We  do  not  venture  very  far  away  from  our 
burrows,  for  fear  of  man,  but  we  are  not  very 
fearful  of  dogs.  An  ordinary  sized  dog  is  no 
match  for  one  of  us,  fof,  although  we  are  a 
most  peaceable  and  unoffending  race,  we  are 
able  to  protect  ourselves  when  necessary,  and 
1  myself  have  put  several  brutal  curs  to  flight,  . 
yelping  from  the  bites  1  gave  them. 

In  the  warm  Spring  mornings  I  often  sit 
at  the  edge  of  the  burrow  and  view  the  land- 
scape over.  We  wood-chucks  have  a  perfect 
]assion  for  contemplation  of  this  sort,  and  will 
sit  like  graven  images,  watching  the  prospect 
for  hours,  if  undisturbed. 

The  outlook  then  from  our  hillside  is  beau- 
tiful. A  long,  grassy  slope  descending  gradual- 
ly to  the  lake,  and  behind,  the  pink  and  white 
apple-blossoms  filling  the  air  with  fragrance 
and  color,  the  thick  green  of  the  oak  leaves 
and  the  slender  swaying  branches  of  the  willow. 
The  red-wing  blackbii-ds  swing  on  the  cat-tails 
and  whistle  to  one  another.  Occasionally  a 
duck  comes  over  the  trees  in  steady  and  rhyth- 
mical flight.  Always  there  is  the  change  and 
charm  of  liglit  and  shade  on  the  water,  and 
cloud  and  clearness  in  the  sky.  Sometimes  I 
almost  forget  myself  in  looking  down  the  hill. 

My  particular  enemy  is  a  boy  who  lives  on 
the  nearest  farm.  He  goes  to  school  part  of 
the  time,  and  the  rest  of  his  time  is  taken  up 
Avith  work  and  holidays.  I  know  when  Sat- 
urdays come  during  his  school  days,  and  have 
very  seldom  ventured  out  of  the  burrow  on 
those  days. 

He  has  a  new  gun,  too.  At  first  he  used 
to  try  to  get  me  with  a  shotgun,  and  indeed  he 
once  seriously  wounded  me  with  shot,  but  I 
got  to  the  burrow  and  recovered.  Now  he  has 
a  rifle,  and  1  have  had  two  narrow  escapes 
from  death  since  then.  The  first  occasion  was 
when  1  was  returning  from  a  foraging  expedi- 
tion early  one  morning,  when  his  dog  rushed 
down  upon  me  from  a  clump  of  oaks.  The  boy 
came  following  quickly  with  his  new  gun  in 
his  hands.  1  saw  ai  once  that  it  was  a  rifle 
from  its  single  barrel  and  small  opening  at  the 
muzzle,  and  I  ran  as  fast  as  I  could  for  the 
burrow.

down  in  the  morning  when  we  go  out,  and  as 
the  dirt  falls  away,  if  a  trap  is  there  it  slides 
down  and  then  we  can  avoid  ii. 

This  boy  is  very  crafty,  and  he  can  be 
still  when  he  comes  creeping  up  after  our 
family.  Our  burrow  is  in  such  a  clear  space 
that  we  are  safe  from  being  ambushed  by  shot- 
guns, but  we  are  not  safe  fr(jm  rifles.  This- 
fact  almost  brought  about  my  death.  About 
one  hundred  yards  ffom  our  home  is  a  large 
stump.  This  boy,  after  getting  his  rifle, 
crawled  up  one  morning  and  lay  in  wait.  Now, 
one  opening  of  our  burrow  commands  a  rqj|i; 
view  of  the  stump,  and  another  opening  '# 
frgnt  view  of  it,  so  that,  by  the  use  of  extreme 
caution,  we  can  tell  if  there  is  anyone  behind 

lUr  noses  lip  over     the 
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The.  next  day  was  Sunday,  and^nowing 
that  this  boy  was  dragged  to  church  regularly 
on  that  day,  1  boldly  mounted  guard  by  the 
side  o'f  the  burrow  and  kept'a  lookout  for  the 
wagon. 

The  sound  of  wheels  finally  rewarded  my 
patience,  and  the  wagon  came  rattling- over 
the  bridge.  In  front  the  farmer  sat  with  his 
wife,  and, on  the  middle- seat  were  two  other' 
grown-up  persons.  On  the  back  seat  sat  the 
boy  a:nd  his  sister.  He  was  watching  for  me, 
too,  for  1  saw  him  point  with  his  finger  toward 
the  burrow.  How  glad  I  was  to  know  that 
for  three  hours  that  wretched  imp  would  turn 
and  toss  and  squirm  on  a  hot-cushioned -pew. 
while  1  sat  in  the  sunshine  listening  to  the 
lapping  of  the  water  among  the  reeds  and 
Watching  the  shadows  ripple  along  the  water. 

1  paid  the  dog  up  royally  for  his  part  in 
that  assault.  He  came  prowling  around  alone 
one  day,  and,  after  assuring  myself  that  the 
boy  was  not  with  him,  1  strayed  away  from  , 
the  burrow  and  he  charged  on  me.  1  purpose- 
ly ran  as  if  I  was  afraid  of  hini,  but  when  he 
caught  me  I  turned' on  him  with  all  the  Venom 
and  vigor  of  our  race,  intensified  by  a  thirst  for 
revenge.  I  bit  so  savagely  and  fought  with 
such  super-wood-chuck  passion  that  he  was 
only  too  glad  to  tear  himself  loose  and  go 
yelping  up  the  hill.  I  fancy  he  has  been 
taught  a  lesson  he  will  not  easily  forget. 

The  boy's  little  sister  is  not  cruel,"  like  he 
is.  I  am  not  in  the  least  afraid  of  her,  for  she 
does  not  bring  a  gun  with  her  or  "sick''  the 
dog  on  me.  She  often  comes  to  the  hill  to 
get  violets  or  primroses,  and  when  the  orchard 
is  in  bloom  she  comes  and  gets  a  spray  of 
blossoms  for  her  teacher.  She  has  long  hair 
of  the  color  of  buttercup  flowers  and  very 
white,  even  teeth,  like  a  squirrel's.  Once 
another  little  girl  came  with  her  while  I  was 
sitting  beside  the.  burrow.  She  pointed  to  me 
and  said:  "See  the  ground-hog,"  and  she 
laughed  and  shook  her  hand  at  me.  But  1  did 
not  move.  I  knew  she  meant  me  no  harm. 
Why  is  it  that  girls  are  so  much  gentler 'than 
boys? 

We  have  plenty  of  food  where  we  live-; 
apples,  turnips,  cabbage,  clover  and  grain,  and 
if  it  were  not  for  that  boy  our  lives  would  be 
very  happy.  This,  boy  has  very  red  cheeks, 
like  a  "seek-no-further"  apple,  and  as  nright 
and  black  eyes  as  a  chipmunk.  He  laughs 
very  much  and  yells  a  great  deal.  When 
another  boy  is  with  him  they  both  run  and 
whoop  and  throw  the  dog  in  the  lake,  and 
scare  all  the  birds  with  their  noise.  I  don't 
think  boys  are  ever  quiet,  sitting  by  their  bur- 
rows for  hours,  looking  at  the  scenery. 

In  the  Summer-time  the  pond-lilies  star 
the  surface  of  the  lake  and  the  black  gnats 
thread  themselves  across  the  water  on  in- 
visible tether.  Black  bass  leap  for  the  film- 
winged  dragon-flics,  and  water-hens  dawdle 
among  the  rushes.  Occasionally  an  old  blue 
crane  floats  like  a  slired  of  cloud  across  the 
sky  and  disappears  in  the  distance.  The  jay- 
birds quarrel  in  the  apple  trees,  and  the  black- 
birds gather  in  the  marshes  and  gossip  noisily. 
In  the  fields  the  clover  tops  redden  and  the 
wheat  is  beginning  to  turn  amber  in  the  sun- 
light.    The  days  are  very  still,  very  dreamy. 

The  boy  has  tried  to  trap  me  a  great  many 
times,  but  I.  am  too  wary  for  that,  if  1  do  say 
it  myself.  Sometimes  he  puts  a  trap  under 
the  dirt  at  the  opening  of  the  burrow,  where, 
if  a  paw  was  put  down,  it  would  be  caught 
in  the  cruel  steel.     But  we  always  dig  the  dirt 


dirr.^'^uPas^^Wotgun  is  ineffective  at  that 
range,  except  with  buckshot,  and  even  then 
not  accurate,  we  had  never  bothered  much 
about  the'  stump.  Well,  one.  morning,  it  was 
in' the  Fall,  1  came  cautiously  out  of  the  bur- 
row, and  after  scanning  carefully  the  hillside, 
the  orchard  and  the  shore,  1  sat  up  and  pre- 
pared to  have  a  day  dream.  The  wind  was 
stripping  the  oaks  and  the  willows  of  their 
leaves,  and  the  grass  on  the  hillside  was  be- 
ginning, to  look,  tawny  in  color.  In  the  fence 
corner,  .by  the.  woods,  the  sumach  was  red  as 
fire,  and  iht  water  in  the  lake  was  a  darker 
green  than  ever.  A  flock  of  blue-bills  swung 
in  over  the  lower  end  of  the  lake,  and  the 
faint  report  of  a  shotgun  came  by  after  they 
had  gone  past.  •  .  • 

Suddenly  the  crack  of  a  rifle  sounded,  and 
I  felt  a. sharp  pain  in  my  right  ear.  I  reeled 
back  into  the  burrow  just  as  the  boy  peered 
oyer  the  stump,  his  black  eyes  shining,  his 
nxouth  half  opened,  showing  his  white  teeth. 
He  had  crawled  up  the  hill  for  a  very  long  dis- 
tance using  the  stump  to  conceal  his  move- 
ments, or  had  come  to  the  stump  before  day- 
light and  waited  for  one  of  us  to  come  out. 
The  bullet  had  gone  through  my  right  ear  close 
to  my  head,  and  I  shall  carry  the  mark  to  my 
grave. 

Many  times  after  that  this  boy  occupied 
his  ambush  behind  the  stump,  but  as  we  al- 
ways looked  from  both  openings  of  our  bur- 
row before  venturing  out,  we  always  knew 
when  he  was  there.  When  we  discovered  him 
we  would  go  back  to  the  depths  of  the  burrow 
and  leave  him. to  the  disappointment  of  a 
fruitless  waiting.  Once  a  couple  of  men  came 
with  spades  and  shovels  and  a  large  basket. 
1  dove  into  the  burrow,  and  at  night  I  sallied 
out  and  found  that  they  had  dug  a  hole  in  the 
hill  about  seventy-five  yards  from  our  bur- 
row. It  instantly  came  to  my  mind  that  this 
was  to  be  used  as  an  ambush  also.  There 
was  only  one  course  to  pursue,  and  that  was  to 
get  out  before  daylight  and  watch  for  shadows. 
We  did  this  witli  unvarying  success.  If  we 
saw  a  man  or  boy  come  along  in  the  dusk  of 
early  morning,  and  get  into  the  ambuscade, 
we  did  not  venture  out  all  day.  If  no  one  came 
in  the  darkness,  they  could  not  approach  in 
the  daylight  without  our  seeing  them,  Finally 
someone  filled  the  hole  up  and  we  breathed 
easier. 

Do  nut  let  it  be  imagined  that  our  arch 
enemy  was  idle  during  this  time,  or  that  his 
efforts  were  all  failures.  He  killed  two  of  our 
family  with  his  rifle,  one  (if  tliffm  being  my 
own  brother,  and  another  a  cousin  of  ours 
who  had  come  to  visit  us  from  the  other  side 
of  the  creek.  My  cousin  was  killed  by  his  own 
imprudence  in  venturing  out  for  food  on  Satur- 
day, and  was  shot  through  the  body  and  fin- 
ished by  the  dog.  I  found  him  at  the  c^\ge  of 
the  lake. 

Of  my  brother's  untimely  taking  off  I  can 
hardly  tell.  He  had  viewed  the  stump  both 
ways.  He  had  cautiously  examined  every  pos- 
sible place  that  offered  a  chance  of  conceal- 
ment, and  1  had  aided  him  in  the  search. 
After  assuring  himself  of  safety  he  crawled  out 
of  the  burrow  and  assumed  that  marblc-Iike 
pose  peculiar  to  contemplative  wood-chucks, 
and  proceeded  to  enjoy  the  beauties  of  Nature. 
In  a  few  moments  the  crack  of  that  boy's 
dreaded  rifle  was  heard,  and  then  a  fiendish 
yell  of  triumph.  1  crept  to  the  edge  of  the 
opening  and  saw  the  boy  descending  from  the 
top  of  an  apple  tree.     -Near  the  burrow  lay  a 


dark  brown  form,  motionless.  Could  human 
duplicity  go  further?  Up  in  the  top  of  an 
apple  Irte! 

After  that  we  had  to  scan  the  tree  tops  as 
well   as  the  stumps  and  surface  of   the  earth 
before  venturing  out.     From   what  had  been 
handed   down   to   us   by   tradition,    we    know 
-  that  the  so-called  savages  did  not  so  persecute 
us.     They  very   rarely   molested   us,   but   the 
white  man  came  and  hunted  the  Indian     as 
mercilessly  as  the  boy  hunts  us;  and  now  you 
would  not  know  that  an  Indian's  moccasin  had 
•;vi^.ever  pressed  these  hills,  or  walked  by  the  lake 
:"''''?^shore.     Only   now  and  then  a  stone   arrow- 
head comes  to  light  among  the  pebbles  at  the 
water's  edge. 

When  the  Autumn  is  well  advanced  the 
boy  sometimes  appears ;WitJtJ,^.J?a^.a44;gjps^

If  he  were  to  IsM  wfe  sh<juld  be  rid  of  hint  en- 
tirely, but^  he  is  active,  and  something  seeriis 

to  watch  oYfir  him.    Hit  shishes  about  with 

a  long  stick  and  then  conies  down    to    the 
ground  and  gathers  up  the  shell-barks.    Some- 
times the  hickory  nuts  are  strewed,   on    the 
-':  ground  by  the  furcc  of  the  wind.         :  .  ^^„ 

In  the  Fall  the  wild  ducks  come  into  tlie 
lake  by  the  hundreds,  and  the  sound  of  guns 
is  heard  continually,  being  most, constant  in 
the  morning  and  evening.  Tlie  men,  and  even 
the  farmer's  boy,  do  not  seem  to  pay  so 
much  attention  to  us  then.  As  the  cold 
weather  comes  on  we  get  very  fat  and  lazy, 
and  very  seldom  come  out  of  the  burrow. 

In  the  Winter-time  we  wood-chucks  here 
in  the  Northern  latitude  do  not  forage  for 
food  or  go  about  in  the  snow.  We  sleep  all 
Winter,  and  in  the  Spring  come  out  thin,  but 
in  perfect  health.  One  exception  alone  to 
this  course  of  our  lives  is  observed.  On  the 
second  day  of  February,  vulgarly  termed  by 
the  common  people  "ground  hog  day,"  one 
of  us  comes  out  of  the  burrow  at  noon  to  take 
an  observation.  If  he  can  see  his  shadow  in 
the  sun  he  returns  and  settles  down  for  six 
weeks  more  of  sleep.  If,  however,  the  sun 
is  clouded  over  and  the  day  is  stormy,  he 
knows  that  Spring  is  near  at  hand.  He  pro- 
ceeds to  wake  the  rest  of  the  family,  and 
proper  preparations  are  made  for  the  Spring. 
The  burrow  is  cleaned  out  and  generally  en- 
larged to  some  extent.  The  question  of  food 
is  then  taken  up,  and  plans  for  the  Spring 
campaign  against  the  gardens  and  fields  are 
prepared. 

It  has  long  been  a  profound  mystery  to 
men,  in  spite  of  their  boasted  and  arrogant 
pretensions  to  a  knowledge  of  Nature,  just 
how  it  is  that  we  wood-chucks  can  tell  with 
absolute  accuracy  whether  or  not  Spring  will 
be  delayed  or  be  early  by  our  second  of  Feb- 
ruary reconnoitreing.  it  is  comparatively  a 
simple  thing,  like  many  other  things  that 
seem  wonderful,  but  far  be  it  from  me  to 
divulge  the  secret  to  the  race  of  men.  Let 
them  wallow  in  theii-  ignorance.  The  most 
ordinary  w^ood-chuck  has  -a  knowledge  of  the 
fields  and  of  Nature  which  not  one  man  in  ten 
thousand  possesses,  vain  as  they  are  of  their 
superficial  smattering  of  the  subject. 

On  tlie  second  day  of  last  February  I  un- 
coiled myself  from  my  comfortable  position 
at  the  bottom  of  the  burrow,  and  brushed  the 
dust  out  of  my  fur,  preparatory  to  going  out. 
After  stretching  and  yawning  a  good  deal  and 
getting  the  kinks  out  of  my  tail  and  whiskers, 
I  climbed  slowly  up  the  incline  of  the  bur- 
row and  posed"  myself  at  its  edge. 

The  slope  was  a  dazzling  sheet  of  the 
whitest  snow,  and  the  oaks  and  willows  were 
stripped  of  every  leaf.  There  was  not  a  bird 
or  beast  in  sight,  and  the  lake  was  a  hardened 
surface  as  blue  as  steel.  The  w^oods  behind 
were  black  in  the  sunlight,  and  only  a  rab- 
bit's track  across  the  drifts  gave  any  touch 
or  hint  of  life  in  the  wan  desolation.  There 
was  not  a  breath  of  wind  stirring,  not  a  sound 
save  the  occasional  cracking  of  the  ice  on  the 
lake.  I  took  the  observation  and  plainly  saw 
my  shadow  in  the  sun.  As  I  paused  a  mo- 
ment longer  to  look  at  tlic  universal  white- 
ness 1  happened  to  think  of  the  boy  and  glanced 
toward  the  rail  fence  about  eighty  yards  away. 

Imagine  my  feeling  of  dismay  and 
astonishment.  On  the  other  side  of  the  fence 
was  the  boy.  !  could  only  see  his  head  and 
hands.  Around  his  neck  was  a  heavy  red 
comforter,  and  on  his  head  was  a  cloth  cap 
with  what  seemed  to  be  rabbit-skin  ear- 
flaps.  He  was  just  taking  off  a  grey  yarn 
mitten  so  that  he  could  get  at  the  trigger  of 
the  rifle,  which  lay  over  Ihe  top  rail,  and 
aimed  at  my  body.  !  rushed  to  the  bottom  of 
the  burrow,  thankful  that  even  in  such  hitter 
weather  1  had  remembered  that  boy;  I  curled 
myself  up  into  a  knot,  snuggled  up  to  the 
nearest  wood-chuck,  and  composed  myself  for 
a  six  week's  nap. — Ernest  McGaffey.

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Mining  Mercury  in  Central  China 
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CHINESE    OFFlGUf^i^JiND    SOLDIERS 

HINESE  have  long-  been  known  as 
I  skilful  miners  of  gold  in  alluvial 
f,  or  "placer"  diggings/  in  various 
^^^^^  parts  of  the  world,  and  poor  in- 
deed will  be  the  clean-up  of  a 
white  man  following  in  their  wake  or  working 
their  "tailings."  It  may  not,  however,  be 
generally  known  that  there  are  districts  in 
China  where  the  natives  have  been  accustomed 
to  underground  work  for  centuries,  certainly 
in  the  case  of  the  mines  herein  described  for 
not  less  than  five  hundred  years,  records  of 
ownership  of  the  same  being  in  existence  cov- 
ering that  length  of  time. 

In  the  district  of  VVen-shan-chiang,  Kwei- 
chow  Province,  the  mineral  chiefly  mined  is 
cinnabar  (sulphide  of  mercury),  some  of  the 
mines  being  Government  property,  others 
privately  owned,  but  paying  taxes  to  the 
Government;  in  the  comparatively  near 
neighborhood,  however,  the  ground  has  been 
worked,  though  nowhere  to  any  considerable 
depth,  for  gold,  silver,  copper,  antimony  and 
iron. 

The  country  in  this  part  is  mountainous  and 
rough,  being  intersected  in  all  directions  by 
more  or  less  narrow  valleys  and  numerous 
canons,  though,  in  the  district  containing  the 
mines,  and  chiefly  owing  to  their  presence, 
cultivation  is  seen  almost  wherever  possible, 
the  land  in  the  valleys  yielding  rice  principally, 
while  on  the  slopes  flourish  maize,  wheat,  rye, 
beans  of  various  sorts,  wood-oil  trees,  vege- 
table-oil plants  and  garden  stuffs.  , 

Apart  from  the  actual  mine-workers,  a 
great  portion  of  this  population  is  indirectly 
dependent  on  the  mines  for-  support;  the 
treatment  of  the  ore  requiring  a  large  quantity 
of  firewood,  farmers  and  coolies,  in  the 
Winter  months  especially,  do  a  good  business 
cutting,  splitting  and  carrying  the  wood  to  the 
mines,  while  bamboo  workers  supply  large 
quantities  of  baskets  of  different  shapes  used 
by  the  mine  coolies  and  ore  pickers;  so  that 
it  will  be  seen  that  in  this  part  of  China  min- 
ing is,  and  long  has  been,  a  flourishing  in- 
dustry, giving  employment  to  large  numbers. 

The  cinnabar  mines  are  mostly  situated 
high  up,  with  entrances  on  the  canon  side,  to 
which  in  some  cases  steps  have  had  to  be  cut 
in  the  solid  rock;  the  formation  being  almost 
horizontal,  there  has  been  no  need  for  sinking 
operations,  the  ground  being  worked  by  means 
uf  tunneling.  This  is  no  doubt  the  chief 
reason  why  the  cinnabar  mining  here  has  long 
been  a  flourishing  industry,  while  very  little 
has  been  done  with  the  other  minerals  that 
occur  in  tlie  province.  Where  the  deposits  of 
ore  were  not  so  situated  that  they  could  be 
worked  entirely  by  tunneling,  no  serious  work 
is  found  to  have  been  done  by  the  natives; 
sinking  has  been  tried  by  them  and  numerous 
small  shafts  are  to  be  seen,  but  the  greatest 
deptli  they  have  succeeded  in  reaching  has 
been  about  three  hundred  feet,  when  they 
.  have  usually  encountered  too  much  water  to 
cope  with  with  their  primitive  appliances.  Deep- 
level  mining  by  natives  is  unknown  in  China. 
Even  in  the  cinnabar  mines  they  have  often 
been  prevented  from  working  bodies  of  ore 
when  any  considerable  depth  below  their 
entrance-levels  through  accumulation  of 
water;  though  certainly  it  is  wonderful,  how 
much  they  have  been  able  to  handle  when  one 
sees  their  only  pumps,  something  like  gigantic 
boys'  squirts  made  of  large  bamboos. 

The  Chinese  system  of  mining  has  hardly 
been  scientific  according  to  a  white  man's  ideas, 
the  main  principle  underlying  all  their  work 
being  to  find  the  ore  and  follow  it  as  best  they 
can;  so  that  in  a  very  few  places  hive  they 
done  any  "dead  work."  Underground  sur- 
veying is,  of  course,  unknown  to  them,  as,  in- 
deed, for  that  matter  is  any  other  kind  of  sur- 
veying (even  after  some  years'  of  working 
undei*  European  management  most  of  them 
imagine  the  mine  surveyor's  instrument  to  be 
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some   wonderful   "foreign  devil"   engine     for 
mysteriously  discovering  new  ore-bodies). 

This  system,  or  rather,  want  of  system, 
is  naturally  extremely  wasteful,  as  they  do  not 
take  out  of  the  mines  any  more  waste  rock  than 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  allow  sufficient  room 
in  which  to  continue  working.  The  ore,  which 
lies  in  limestone  formation,  being  irregular  and 
bunchy,  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  have  lost 
considerable  quantities  of  pay-ore  through 
covering  up  with  waste  the  poorer  rock  in 
their  eagerness  to  follow  a  rich  streak. 

In  the  mines  now  referred  to, can  be  easily 
seen  traces  of  the  various  methods  resorted  to 
in  the  history  of  their  working.  Evidencop  of 
the  oldest  method,,  namely  fire-setting,  are 
plainly  visible;  while  vast  chambers  have  ob- 
viously been  hewn  out  hy  the  primitive  means 
of  hammer  and  moil— a  laborious  and  t^rdy 
process  compared  to  the  modern  mining 
methods  employing  high  explosives  and 
machine-drills. 

Fire-setting  was  practised  until  compara- 
tively recently,  many  of  the  old  inhabitants  of 
the  district  still  remembering  its  use.  The 
method  employed  was  to  build  a  wood  fire 
against  the  face  of  the  rock  to  be.  penetrated; 
the  heat  thus  formed  cracked  and  softened  its 
surface,  which  was  afterwards  chipped, off  with' 
a  hammer  and  moil,  held  by  means  of  a 
twisted  stem  of  some  tough  shruD  or  tree-root. 
By  this  means  a  tunnel  was  slowly  but  surely 
driven  in  the  living  rock,  which  \vas  gradually 
enlarged  in  the  same  tedious  manner.  Yet  by 
such  poor  methods  as  these  chambers  have 
been  hewn  out  nf  the  solid  rock  big  enough 
for  those  at  the- entrances  to  have  houses  built 
within  them  sheltering  numerous  families-  of 
workers. 

It  was  only  some  thirty  years  ago  that 
blasting  was  first  .seen  and  practised  here, , be- 
ing introduced  by  a  few  miners  who  came  from 
a  neighboring  province,  bringing  with  them 
drills  and  a  we^ik  form  of  ordinary  black'  gun- 
powder similar  to  that  used  in  making  Chinese 
fire-crackers.  For  a  .small  payment  they 
drilled  and  bla,sted  a  hole  for  the  natiev  miners, 
who  thus  first  learned  this  method  of  mining 
and  were  quick  to  adopt  it.  The  drills  they 
used  were  not  wholly  of  steel,  like' oiirs,  but 
were  merely  lengths  of- round  iron  with.a-shart 
piece  of  steel  welded  on  to  each  end. '  The 
powder  being  very  weak,  ac-ordinj:- to-  our 


ideas,  the  holes  they  drilled  were  never  very 
deep,  being  almost  invariably  less  than  eighteen 
English  inches,  but  the  amount  of  rock  broken 
in  a  day's  work,  though  small  enough,  was 
vastly  greater  than  before  the  innovation. 
Their  hammers  are  clumsy,  being  long  in  the 
head  and  ill-balanced,  from  three  to  four 
pounds  in  weight,  but  it  is  astonishing  what 
excellent  hammersmen  most  of  these  Chinese 
miners  are.  Those  who  have  now  become  ac- 
customed to  use  European  striking  hammers 
and  .drills  could,  without  doubt,  hold  their  own 
as  :  single-handed  hammersmen  with  any  Eu- 
ropean,or  American  miners,  while  being  able 
to  do  a  shift  under  conditions  of  air  and 
temperature  which  no  European  could  stand. 
Their  methods  of  following  the  ore  take  no 
account  of  ventilation,  and  the  conditions 
under  which  •  they  are  accustomed  to  work 
would,  strike,  a  modern  mine  prospector  .Avith 
horror,  whole  families  living  inside  a  mine 
with  no.  more  ideas  of  sanitation  or  cleanli- 
ness than  the  beasts  of  the  field. 

The'  proficiency  of  these  men  with  the 
single-handed  hammer  is,  however,  far  from 
making  them  first-class  miners.  As  mere  rock 
drillers  they  are  hard' to  beat,  mainly  by  reason 
of  their  great  endiirance  and  surprising 
strength;  but  they  need  a  constant  supervision 
for  other  reasons,  chief  among  which  is  their 
extraordinary  reluctance  or  inability  to  take 
ordinary  precautions  for  their  own  safety,  and 
their  apparent  lack  of  intelligence  to  enable 
them  to  detect  what  is  or  is  not  dangerous. 
They  are  fatalists  pure  and  simple,  putting 
down  accidents  not  at  all  to  their  own  care- 
lessness or  v,'ant  of  foresight,  but  invariably  to 
"bad  joss."  If  a  piece  of  rock  falls  on  and  in- 
jures a  man,  or  a  blasting  accident  deprives 
him  of  life  or  eyesight,  it  is  because  the  mine 
"joss"  is  angry  with  him.  Every  mine  has  its 
god,  to  whom  a  little  temple  or  altar  is  erected 
at  the- entrance  and  to  whom  sacrifices  are 
periodically  made  of  pork,  wine,,  paper-money, 
etc.,  for  which  he  is  expected  not  only  to  guide 
the  working  miners  to  rich  bodies  of  ore,  but 
also  to  watch  over  and  protect  them  from 
accident. 

This  fatalism  makes  the  workers  extra- 
ordinarily careless,  and  this  carelessness  is  the 
worst  of  friend  John's  faults  as  a  miner.  As 
a -rule;  he  is  patient  and  Industrious,  long- 
suffering' and  cheerful  in  good  fortune  or  bad. 


ENTRANCE    TO    ANCIENT    WORKINGS. 

The  nature  of  all  the  working  classes  of  China 
is  childlike"  and  so  are  their  passions.  They 
cannot  be  judged  at  all  by  our  standards  in 
matters  of  character  and  morality.  To  lie  and 
cheat  is  no  disgrace  among  them;  if  they  can 
steal  from  you  and  cheat  you,  so  much  the 
better  for  them;  it  you  can  catch  them  and 
administer  punishment,  that  is  one  for  you;  it 
is  all  in  the  game.  Honesty  is  a  rare  virtue 
among  them;  in  the  old  days,  before  the  com- 
ing of  the  white  man,  the  miner  who  struck  a 
rich  patch  of  ore,  never  left  it,  and  even  slept 
by  it,  or  his  chances  of  reaping  the  benefit  of 
his  strike  were  poor  indeed;  the  old  mines 
have  seen  many  a  murder  and  many  a  desper-^ 
ate  fight.  It  is  by  no  means  all  plain  sailing 
for  the  Cliinese  miner  in  liis  own  mines  at 
home.  His  work  is  of  the  hardest,  his  diet  of 
the  plainest,  his  housing  of  the  roughest  and 
his  remuneration  of  the  lowest.  Indeed,  it  is 
hardly  of  any  use  for  him  to  be  ambitious  to 
improve  his  lot  in  a  land  of  official  corruption, 
the  watchward  of  whose  magistrates  is 
"squeeze,"  for  fear  of  attracting  the  attention 
of  some  needy  petty  official,  who  is  never  at 
a  loss  for  an  excuse  to  extort.  Should  our 
friend  be  unlucky  or  unwary  enough  to  fall  into 
the  clutches  of  the  Yamen,  his  chance  of  escap- 
ing "punishment,"  whether  deserved  or  not,  is 
slight  indeed.  Punishment  means  bamboo  at 
least,  and  his  sentence  rnay  be  anything  from 
one  hundred  to  one  thousand  blows,  or  even 
more,  at  the  caprice  of  the  official,  who  is 
judge  and  jury  in  one;  and,  after  his  official 
punishment  is  over,  he  has  still  the  yamen- 
runners  to  reckon  with,  who  will  hardly  let  him 
go  until  they  have  squeezed  the  last  copper- 
cash  possible  out  of  him — a  nefarious  practice, 
well  known  to,  but  winked  at,  by  the  magis- 
trates; their  satellites  have  no  pay  but  live  on 
what  they  can  squeeze  from  prisoners  and  liti- 
gants, of  whom  thoy  take  good  care  there  is 
a  continual  supply. 

It  can  thus  be  readily  understood  that  thrift 
is  at  a  discount  among  the  working  classes,  and 
the  miner's  surplus  earnings  are  generally  used 
for  his  one  neverfailing  amusement — gamb- 
ling. 

For  all  this,  the  miner  proper  is  the  aris- 
tocrat of  the  mining  camp;  though  his  reward 
is  small,  that  of  the  other  workers     is     still 
smaller. 

There  are  different  systems  of  payment 
adopted  by  the  Chinese  mine-owners,.  In 
Government-owned  mines  the  miners  pay  a 
hammer  tax  and  make  what  they  can.  In  some 
of  the  privately-owned  mines  the  men  are  paid 
in  cash  and  food,  with  an  allowance  of  so 
much  every  ten  days  for  the  straw  sandals  worn 
by  the  lower  classes  all  over  China.  Tlie  meals 
consist  of  rice,  with  a  little  vegetable  as  a  side 
dish  or  relish,  with  pork  and  native  wine  on 
market  days,  that  is,'  every  five  days,  the  pay 
in  cash  being  equivalent  on  the  average  to 
about  one  and  a  half  to  two  dollars  a  month, 
tools  in  this  case  being  found  by  the  mine- 
owner.  In  other  mines  the  miner  finds  his  own 
tools  and  is  allotted  a  working  place.  After 
blasting,  he  has  the  first  pick  of  the  broken  ore, 
and  takes  his  load  out  in  baskets,  after  which 
the  coolies  are  allowed  to  take  what  they  can 
get  in  return  for  cleaning  out  the  working 
place.  The  ore  .must  now  be  crushed  by  them 
and.  treated  in  the  mine-owner's  furnaces,  a 
percentage  of  the  mercury  recovered  being  re- 
tained by  him  and  the  rest  becoming  the 
property  of  the  miner  or  coolie. 

Other  arrangements  are  in  force  in  other 
mines,  but  it  is  a  lucky  miner  who  can  clear 
under  any  circumstances  more  than  a  dollar 
or  two  a  month  after  paying  for  his  board. 

There  is  no  Sunday  in  China,  or  eight-hour 
laws,  but  market  days  are  the  miners'  holidays, 
so  that  he  gets  plenty  of  rest;- and  at  every 
New  Year  most  of  the  mines  shut  down  for  a 
whole  month,  the  time  being  given  up  for  the

Here  you  have 
the  hew  and  eminently  becoming  low  waist- 
line, and  also  the  latest  draped  skirt.  The  ma- 
terial of  this  costume  was  nut-brown  Liberty 
velveteen,  and  the  folded  saslv  was  in  rust- 
red  corded  silk.  The  coat  was  lined  with  satin 
of  the  same  shade  of  rust-red. 

This  is  a  very  attractive  model,  and  one 
which  w6uld  look  well  in  almost  any  of  the 
new  Spring  materials — in  cherry-red  ratine, 
for  example,  with  a  sash  in  dark  blue  peau  de 
sole;  or  in  ivory-white  serge,  with  one  of  the 
smart  sashes  made  of  wide  silk  braid,  with 
tasselled  ends,  which  can  be  bought  at  any 
of  the  big  shops.  Or,  again,  for  a  really  use- 
ful costume,  it  might  be  made  in  navy  blue 
j;erge,  with  a  silk  braid  sash  in  a  deep  shade  of 
crimson.

There  is 
a  foulard  with  Japanese  bouquet  woven  in  it, 
then  comes  Egyptian  pattern  duvetyn,  crepe 
tussore  in  Oriental  colorings;  indeed,  all  the 
new  printed  silks  in  process  of  weaving  for 
days  ahead  indicate  the  Japanese  influence  [)olh 
in  color  and  design,  of  course,  adapted  to  the 
Hnglish  taste.  All  the  new  fabrics  are  soft 
and  clinging,  for  draperies  and  tunics  will  be 
the  order  of  the  coming  season.  Wonderful 
cotton  novelties  are  promised,  and  such  lovely 
crepes,  blister  crepons  being  used,  also  fabrics 
having  craquele  effects.  Peau  de  souris  is  de- 
lightfully soft  and  drapes  exquisitely;  then 
there  is  chiffon  cloth  for  dressy  tailored  suits.

The  Marriage  Problem 
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The  views  of  well-known  women  on  the 
decline  of  the  marriage  rate  are  set  forth  ef- 
fectively in  the  current  issue  of  The  Strand 
Magazine.  "1  think  that  people  marry  less 
often  because  the  cost  of  things  keeps  going 
up,  and  even  'love  in  a  cottage'  is  much  more 
expensive  than  it  used  to  be,"  is  the  opinion 
of  Mrs.  C.  N.  Williamson,  the  famous  novelist. 
"Poverty  seems  to  be  coming  in  at  the  door 
unless  a  chauffeur  can  drive  up  to  it  in  some 
vague,  cheap  suggestion  of  a  motor  car;  and 
Love  stands  ready  to  bolt  out  of  the  window 
unless  it  can  be  curtained  with  the  most  Charm- 
in  i>-  muslin  and  chintz. 

"There  seem  to  be  so  many  more  things  in 
the  world  to  want  than  there  used  to  be,  so 
'naturally  we  want  them;  and.  therefore,  it 
takes  more  courage  for  a  poor  man  to  pro- 
pose to  a  pretty  girl  than  in  days  when  all 
novelists  had  to  end  their  stories  with  an  en- 
gagement or  a  wedding.  Besides,  of  course, 
young  women  have  a  better  chance  of  finding 
work  which  is  fairly  well  paid  than  they  had 
years  ago;  so  they  need  not  marry  just  for  the 
sake  of  being  married.  Perhaps,  therefore,  it 
people  are  marrying  less  often,  they  may  be 
marrying  more  happily!" 

AN  AMBITIOUS  GENERATION 

Mme.  Clara  Butt  says:  "To  a  very  large 
extent  I  think  the  decline  in  the  marriage  rate 
ii  due  to  the  different  standpoint  the  younger 
generation  take  of  life  as  compared  with  the 
standpoint  of  their  grandfathers  and  grand- 
mothers.

The  following  recipes  are  for  the  genuine 
cngush  tarti  and  wi«  give  sucn  exceiienT  rc" 
suits  as  is&  delight  the  whole  family;  siiys  the 
Denver  Thnes.  -  ' 

The  best  pastry  to  use  for  sweet  tarts  is  a 
flakey  kind,  not  too  rich. 

You  had  better  begin  with  the  following 
quantities:  Three-quarters  of  a  pound  of  flour, 
six  ounces  of  lard  or  butter  and  a  squeeze  of 
lemon  juice. 

You  will  notice  that  this  pastry  has  no  bak- 
ing powder  in  it;  it  isn't  a  niistake — so  don't 
put  a  pinch  in  with  the  idea  of  lightening  it. 
Sift  the  flour  carefully.  Divide  the  butter 
into  four  parts.  Rub  one  of  these  parts  lightly 
into  the  flour  and  mix  the  flour  into  a  paste 
with  a  squeeze  of  lemon  and  a  httle  cold  wa- 
ter. 

Keep   the  pastry  cool  and   touch   it  only 

,.w^h  the  tips  of  the  fingers. 

PS'- Roll  out  your  paste  till  it  is  about  a  quarter 

of  an  inch  thick.    Take  a  portion  of  the  butter, 

cut  it  into  small  lumps,  and  dab  these  lumps  on 

two-thirds  of  the  paste. 

Take  your  plain  third,  which  has  no  butter 
on  it,  and  fold  it  as  far  over  the  buttered  part 
as  it  will  go.     There  will  be  some  of  the  but- 
tered part  extending  beyond  it;  you  must  take_ 
this  and  fold  it  afterwards  on  top  of  the  plain ' 
piece. 

Roll  \t  out  again  till  it  is  a  quarter  of  an 
inch  thick,  dab  on  more  butter  in  the  same  wav. 
Fold  it  up  again,  give  it  another  rolling  and 
another  dabbing.  Add  the  fourth  piece  of  but- 
ter  in  the  same  way. 

Now  all  your  butler  is  used.  I  wonder 
whether  it  has  worked  nicely  into  the  flour,,  or 
whether,  when  you  look  at  it,  you  can  see  strips 
of  yellow  butter  on  a  lighter  background.  If 
you  see  this,  you  must  fold  your  paste  in  three 
again  and  give  it  an  extra  rolling,  or  even  two 
if  necessary.  There  must  be  no  stripes  or 
patches  of  butter  visible. 

Though  you  must  have  a  little  flour  on 
your  pastry  board  and  roller,  you  must  not  use 
more  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  A  great 
deal  of  flour  would  tend  to  toughen  the  pastry. 
When  the  butter  is  all  worked  in,  the  pas- 
try is  done,  and  you  can  use  it  as  you  like.  You 
may  cover  a  fruit  tart  with  it,  or  you  may  make 
in  into  little  patty  cases,  or  line  a  plate 
with  it  for  an  open  jam  tart. 

A  very  nice  dish  is  treacle  tart:  Two  ounces 
of  crumbs,  grated  rind  of  half  a  lemon,  one 
ounce  of  butter,  one  quarter  pound  of  treacle 
or  golden  syrup. 

Melt  the  treacle  and  butter  together  over 
the  lire.  Stir  in  the  crumbs  and  flavoring.  Line 
a  plate  with  pastry,  pour  in  the  treacle  filling 
and  bake  ihe  whole  in  a  brisk  oven,  watching 
it  carefully  to  see  that  the  treacle  does  not 
burn. 


JAM    TART 

As  a  rule  it  is  best  not  to  bake  the  jam 
in  a  tart,  bul  to  put  in  the  jam  after  the  pastry 
has  been  baked.  In  this  case  you  must  shake 
a  little  rice  or  a  few  peas  into  the  bottom  of 
the  plate  before  putting  the  pastry  case  in  the 
oven.  Or  you  must  prick  the  bottom  of  the 
case  all  over  with  the  fork.  Why?  To  make 
the  bottom  stay  flat.  If  it  rises  up  too  much 
there  will  be  no  place  where  you  can  put  the 
jam. 

CUSTARD  TART 

Two  eggs,  a  little  grated  nutmeg,  one 
ounce  of  sugar  and  one  half  pint  of  milk. 

Beat  the  eggs  and  sugar  well  together.  Add 
the  milk  gradually,  beating  the  custard  all  the 
time.  Pour  it  into  the  uncooked  pastry  case 
and  bake  in  a  moderate  oven. 

These  custard  tarts  are  best  cooked  in  small, 
deep  tins  or  china  cups,  lined  with  a  very  thin 
layer  of  pastry  and  nearly  filled  with  the  tus- 
tard  mixture.

The  Redistribution 
Bill  was  introduced,  but  its  discussion  postponed  ije- 
cause  the  Liberal  leader  considered  that  the  com- 
mittee to  arrange  the  districts  should  consist  of  nine 
instead  of  seven  members,  so  that  every  province 
should  be  represented. 


Look  on  your  maps  of  the  Balkan  peninsula  ind 
you  will  find  Albania.  Its  boundaries  have  been 
changed  during  the  war.  Bulgaria  hoped  to  get  it, 
but  she  has  been  robbed  of  the  fruits  of  her  victory. 
It  belonged  to  Turkey,  and  that  country  hoped  it 
would  have  been  left  with  her.  It  was  at  one  time 
believed  that  Italy  would  take  possession  of  it.  This 
much-coveted  territory  is  inhabited  by  a  brave  but 
very  quarrelsome  people.  The  Powers  have  decided 
that  it  shall  be  made  into  a  kingdom  and  the  throne 
has  been  offered  to  Prince  William  of  Wied,  a  nephew 
of  the  0"^^^"  f>f  Roumania.  He  is  a  big  man  and 
^brave.  His  wife  is  a  Moldavian  Princess,  and  both 
have  lived  much  in  Roumania,  though  they  come  from 
a  German  state,  and  the  Prince  is  related  to  nearly 
all  the  kings  of  Europe.  They  have  two  little  children. 
Prince  William  and  the  Princess  Sophia  are  going  to 
Albania  because  they  think  they  ought,'  and  will 
not  listen  to  the  advice  of  people  who  point  to  the 
dangers  of  their  new  position.  The  capital  of  the 
new   country   is   Durazzo.   on   the   Mediterranean   Sea. 


Hanschen  s 


The  contract  for  the  two  big  piers  to  he  built  in- 
side the  b.'-eakwater,  at  which  the  Sir  John  Jackson 
Company  have  been  at  work  for  many  months,  is 
about  to  be  let  to  the  firm  of  Angus  McDonnell  &  Co., 
according  to  a  recent  dispatch.  The  piers  will  cost, 
before  they  arc  completed,  about  two  and  a  half  mil- 
lion dollars,  and  will  give  employment  to  a  great 
many  people. 


It  was  fourteen  years  ago  on  February  17  since 
the  battle  of  Paardeberg,  in  South  Africa,  in  which 
young  Canadians  showed  that  they  were  true  British- 
ers. The  day  is  one  that  should  always  be  remem- 
bered as  the  turning  point  of  the  war.  The  people  of 
South  Africa  are  again  passing  through  a  time  of  trou- 
ble, but  this  time  Briton  and  Boer  are  lighting  to- 
gether under  the  Union  Jack  to  restore  prosperity  and 
order. 

The  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  is  to  have 
a  wharf  and  ofiice  and  warehouse  buildings  on  the  old 
Indian  Reserve.  Tenders,  to  be  in  by  .March  12,  have 
been  called  for  building  a  wharf  and  grading  the 
land.  This  department  has  quite  a  little  fleet  of  boats 
engaged  in  surveying,  bringing  supplies  to  light- 
houses and  protecting  the  fisheries,  and  more  will  be 
needed. 


A  bill  was  passed  the  effect  of  which  will  be  to 
enable  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  get 
'the  money  to  go  on  with  unfinished  work  on  the 
Island  and  on  the  mainland,  and  another  was  intro- 
duced to  enable  the  Government  to  borrow  $10,- 
000.000  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Prov- 
ince. As  Minister  of  Mines.  Sir  Richard  McBride 
showed  that  the  Government  was  not  to  blame  for  the 
coal  strike  with  all  its  unhappy  consequences,  but 
that  this  was  due  to  the  determination  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers  of  America  to  force  the  mine  man- 
agers to  recognize  their  union.  He  showed  froin  the 
speech  of  Mr.  Farringdon,  the  head  of  this  great 
union,  that  the  coal  mines  of  Vancouver  Island  were 
safe  and  the  wages  of  the  miners  good,  wlrlle  at  Na- 
naimo  there  was  nothing  to  complain  of.  as  the 
miners  themselves  said.  Among  many  other  matters 
with  which  the  legislators  have  been  busy  are  game 
laws'of  the  Province  and  votes  for  women.  The  de- 
bates in  the  House  are  interesting,  and  older  boys  and 
girls  would  learn  much  by  attending  them  soraetinKs 
in  the  afternoons. 


It  is  6,944  miles  from  Capetown  to  Cairo  and  the 
railroad  planned  by  (^iccil  Rhodes  is  surveyed  all  the 
way.  It  is  not  all  railroad,  for  on  the  lakes  and 
rivers  steamers  will  carry  the  trains.  Every  foot  of 
this  long  journey  is  through  British  territory,  for 
Belgium  has  lately  given  the  part  of  Congo  needed 
to  make  an  All-Red  route.  Since  your  fathers  went 
to  school  there  have  been  great  changes  in  the  map 
of  Africa.  The  surveyors  and  engineers  were  in 
great  danger  from  lions  and  other  wild  animals  while 
working  in  the  Congo. 

You  will  remember  hearing  at  the  beginning  of 
Wintei  that  the  explorer  Stcfansson  left  the  Karluk, 
hoping  to  reach  the  mouth  of  the  Mackenzie  River, 
and  that  the  little  ship  had  been  carried  out  of  sight 
by  an  ice  floe.  Since  that  nothing  has  been  heard 
cither  of  the  party  or  of  the  ship.  A  party  of  North- 
west Mounted  Police  under  Sergeant  Dempster  set  out 
from  Dawson  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  seek  the 
explorer.  They  e.xpect  to  have  seen  Woi  and  to  be 
back  by  the  middle  of  March.  This  seems  almost  im- 
possible, but  these  brave  fellows  are  ready  for  any 
journey,  however  long  or  clifllcult. 

The  bank  clerks  of  Canada  are  about  to  form  an 
association  which  will  help  them  to  be  better  as  well 
as  more  prosperous.  Bank  clerks  work  hard,  have 
great  temptations  and  much  responsibility.  Their  sal- 
aries at  first  are  small  and  are  advanced  very  slowly. 
It  is  true  senior  clerks  and  managers  are  well  paid 
and  promotion  is  sure  when  conduct  is  good.  By 
working  together  these  men  should  be  able  to  help 
each  other,  have  more  influence  with  tiieir  employers 
and  make  the  people  whose  money  they  take  care  of 
think  more  of  their  services.  Before  lads  enter  the 
service  of  the  bank  they  ought  to  be  sure  they  can 
live  on  their  salaries  till   promotion   comes. 


Some  of  the  robins,  blue  tits  and  other  birds  that 
were  brought  here  from  England  last  year  are  living 
and  well.  The  goldfinches  have,  probably,  gone 
South  for  the  Winter,  if  they  lived  through  the  Sum- 
mer. Now  every  boy  and  girl  should  try  to  preserve 
the  lives  of  these  little  strangers  and  give  them  every 
chance  to  rear  their  families  next  Summer.  Near  Ot- 
tawa and  in  the  city  children  are  building  nests  for 
the  birds.  Some  distance  beyond  the  Government 
has  reserved  a  park  which  no  one  will  be  allowed  to 
enter,  in  order  that  the  little  birds  and  larger  kinds 
which  are  harmless  shall  breed  year  after  year.  Very 
few  birds  can  remain  in  the  severe  climate  of  Ottawa 
all  Winter.  But  here  there  is  scarcely  a  month  in 
the  year  when  we  do  not  see  robins  and  hear  the 
song  of  the  meadow  lark.  How  many  of  you  can  tell 
whether  the  woodpecker  stays  all  Winter  and  when 
the  bluebird  pays  us  his  short  visit?  Are  you  listen- 
ing for  the  note  of  the  first  song  sparrow?  How 
many  kinds  of  birds  do  you  know?  Will  some  of 
the  hoy  scouts  tell  US  when  we  may  look  for  the  wild 
birds  and  where  we  may  e.xpect  to  find  them?  Per- 
haps some  girl  has  a  camera  and  could  get  a  snap- 
shot without  cither  frightening  or  hurting  some  mo- 
ther bird  who  will  build  near  her  home  next  Summer. 
We  must  ail  remember  that  not  only  are  the  little 
birds  lovely  and  musical,  but  they  are  the  very  best 
friends  of  the  farmer,  eating  the  seeds  of  weeds  and 
devouring  insects  and  their  eggs.

Is  England  Prepared  for  War? 


HAT   ever-present   bogey,    a    pos- 
.siblc   war   with     Germany,      her 
greatest  European  trade  competi- 
tor,   continues   to   give   England, 
otlicially  and   unotticially,    many 
sleepless  nights.     Exactly  what  such  a  contest 
would    mean    lo    the    man    in    the  street    is 
graphically  described   by   Major     Stewart     L. 
Murray,   late  of  the  famous     Gordon     High- 
landers, and  one  of  the  most  serious  and  most 
respected  authorities  on  what  may  be  described 
as  the  internal  economics  of  war.     In  the  fol- 
lowing article  are  to  be  found  really  remark- 
able forecasts  of  the  condition  of  Great  Britain 
immediately  after  the  outbreak  of  such  a  war, 
and  a  desolate  and  tragic  picture  it  makes.  Both 
in  season  and  out  .Major  Murray  is  urging  upon 
the  Government  certain  apparently  simple  and 
obvious  precautions  and  preveniatives,  but  as 
matters  now  stand  Great  Britain  would  appear 
to  be  in  a  desperately/critical  state  of  unpre-i, 
paredness  farHhe  war  upon  which  she  seems' 
continually  about  to  embark.

catastrophic  lo  the  economic  life  of  Europe 
that  probably  no  statesman  will  dare  to  take 
the  responsibility  of  bringing  it  about  if  he  can 
possibly  avoid  doing  so.  But  wars  are  not  al- 
ways the  outcome  of  calculation  or  reason. 
.As' the  far-seeing  Clausewitz  put  it  nearly  a 
century  ago.  "The  passions  which  break  out 
in  a  great  war  must  be  latent  in  the  people." 
And  as  Bismarck  said:  "Popular  passion  is  be- 
coming more  and  more  a  dominant  factor  in 
politics,"  as  each  state  becomes  more  demo- 
cratized. But  popular  passion  feels  neither  the 
responsibility  nor  fear  of  consequences, 
economic  or  otherwise.  Popular  passion  in 
one  nation  insisting  on  action  may  force  all  the 
other  nations  into  war  against  their  will.  It  is 
popular  passion  that  we  iiave  to  fear.  Popular 
passion  is  the  firebrand  which  may  at  any  time 
fire  the  European  powder  magazine. 

Such  a  war,  which  may  at  any  time  come, 
^.will  be  destructive  in  the  highest  degree  to  the 
''^ttdubirial  life  of  Europe,  and  will  produce  ex- 
plosions of  varying/mtensity  in  all  the  countries

.  jportant  point,    it  is  this:    Foreign. nations  are 
n»icS6't>etter  prepared  and  organized,  to  meet 
fflrh  a  nrfisis  than  wfl  are.'

^^'ar,  add  to  the  banking  panic,  and  throw 
lurther  multitudes  out  of  work.  All  of  these 
causes  will  act  and  react  upon  each  other.  If 
adequate  precautions  are  not  taken  before- 
hand it  is  probable  that  this  state  of  affairs  will 
produce  an  e.xplosion  of  those  volcanic  forces 
which  underlie  every  modern  democracy,  and 
may  perhaps  even  force  us  to  submit  to  a 
disastrous  peace. 

On  the  nature  and  effects  of  a  great  bank- 
ing panic  tliere  is  no  need  to  enlarge.  Apart 
from  the  miseries  resulting  to  depositors  and 
shareholders  who  are  suddenly  impoverished, 
there  is  no  more  potent  cause  of  widespread 
bankruptcy  and  unemployment.  It  is  difficult 
to  realize  the  magnitude  of  the  evil  it  may  be 
necessary  to  deal  with,  and  especially  the  ex- 
tent of  the  civil  tumults  that  may  occur.  All 
these  tumults  would  further  help  to  strain 
credit  to  the  utmost  anv  ..

question  of  internal  preparation  in  the  light  of 
the  actual  European  situation  of  today.  Some 
of  those  changes  are  the  rapid  rise  of  foreign 
navies,  notably  the  German,  and  the  compara- 
tive decline  of  British  naval  power;  the  substi- 
tution of  a  one-power  standard' for  the  old 
two-power  standard;  the  disappearance  of  the 
navy  from  tiie  trade  routes  and  its  concentra- 
tion in  home  waters;  our  entry  into  the  triple 
entente,  with  its  attendant  protjabilities  of  all 
the  monetary  powers  being  simultaneously  en- 
gaged in  war,  and  of  our  regular  -army  being 
engaged  upon  the  Continent  and  therefore 
unavailable  to  preserve  order  at  home;  Jhe 
great  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  since  1903;  and 
lastly,  the  rise  to  complete  organization  of  the 
Labor  party  in  Great  Britain.  Every  factor  in 
the- question  has  been  deeply  alTected  by  these 
changes. 

It  is  usually  admitted  that,  owing  to  general 
considerations  of  the  balance  of  power,  a  war 
between  any  two  great  European  powers  can- 
not be  confined  to  those  two,  but  will  develop 
ii;to  a  conflict  between  the  Triple  Alliance  and 
Triple  Entente.  That  in  many  ways  renders 
a  war  less  likely,  because  that  appeals  to  all 
three  allied  powers — but  at  the  same  time  it 
brings  before  us  the  prospect  of  an  eventual 
war  on  a  scale  never  yet  seen.  That  forms  the 
basis  of  all  naval  and  military  consideration  of 
the  subject,  and  therefore  should  equally  form 
the  basis  of  any  consideration  of  the  internal 
condition  question,  which  is  a  part — an  im- 
portant part — of  the  naval  and  military 
question. 

WAR  MOST  DESTRUCTIVE

order  at  home.  It,  therefore,  behoves  us  in  a 
quite  peculiar  degree  to  adopt  palliative 
measures  to  prevent  tumults,  that  we  shall  not 
have  the  machinery  promptly  to  repress.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  new  factors. 

SOME  OF  WAR'S  EFFECTS 

A  war  between  the  great  monetary  and 
naval  powers  of  the  Triple  Alliance  and  Triple 
Entente  has  never  yet  been  fought,  and  will 
create  conditions  of  unexampled  severity. 
Every  department  of  our  national  life  will  be 
affected  to  a  dangerous  degree.  The  con- 
fusion in  banking  and  commercial  circles  will 
be  extreme,  and  the  downfall  of  the  modern 
international  credit  .system  itself  is  not  con- 
sidered beyond  possibility.  A  banking  panic, 
of  greater  or.  less  intensity,  is  to  be  feared, 
leading  to  widespread  ruin,  impoverishment 
and  unemployment.  The  disorganization  of 
industrial  and  commercial  circles,  due  to  the 
above  and  other  causes,  will  be  enormous,  and 
many  factories  will  have  to  close  or  partially 
close  and  dismiss  or  partially  dismiss  their 
workmen.  The  interruption  of  our  commerce, 
due  to  the  delayed  arrival  of  cargoes  owing  to 
fear,  will  play  havoc  both  among  our  employ- 
ing and  employed  classes.  The  price  of  food, 
owing  to  various  war  causes,  will  rise  to  famine 
heights,  and  the  result  will  be  that  millions"  of 
our  Door  will  be  forced  on  to  the  rates,  which 
are  quite  unprepared  to  deal  with  such  multi- 
tudes. The  sudden  loss  of  the  markets  of 
Germany,  Italy  and  .Austria  will  throw  our 
export  trade  into  confusion  at  the   outset  of

liabilities  of  banks  to  each  other)  are,  in  round 
figures,  £1,000,000,000  or  more,  and  the  re- 
serve at  the  Bank  of  England,  upon  which  all 
the  other  banks  depend,  are  only  £45,000,000 
or  £50,000,000,  including  bullion  retained 
against  the  note  issue,  or  about  4  or  5  per 
cent.  This  may  be,  and  no  doubt  is,  sufficient 
for  times  of  peace,  supported  as  it  is  by  what 
Hartley  Withers,  in  his  book  on^money,  calls 
the  "Psychological  Reserve,"  due  to  the  great 
reputation  of  our  bankers  as  the  best  bankers 
in  the  world.  But  it  is  impossible  to  suppose 
that  it  will  be  sufficient,  or  nearly  sufficient, 
to  meet  a  great  financial  panic,  such  as  must 
characterize  the  opening  of  a  war  between  the 
great  monetary  powers  of  the  Triple  Alliance 
and  Triple  Entente. 

The  loss  of  the  German,  .Austrian  and 
Italian  markets  is  the  first  cause  mentioned  by 
Sir  Robert  Giffen  as  tending  to  bring  about 
financial  confusion  and  banking  panic.  He 
added  that  "the  stoppage  and  contraction 
would  extend  yet  further,  the  customers  of  all 
the  countries  primarily  affected  being  unable 
to  escape  the  effect  of  the  losses  of  those 
countries.  The  commotion  in  the  wliole  bank- 
ing world  would  be  something  quite  unex- 
ampled." 

Such  stoppage  and  contraction,  followed 
by  such  tinancial  confusion  and  possible  panic, 
will  obviously  throw  large  numbers  of  working 
men  out  of  work,  wageless.  and  thus  greatly 
add  to  the  food  supply  difficulties. 

"WAR  PRICE"  FOR  FOOD 

Thejood  supply  question  is  a  question  of 
price,  ""As  long  as  our  navy  is  not  defeated, 
food  will  come  to  satisfy  our  commercial  de- 
mand, at  a  price,  a  war  price.  That  price  will 
be  practically  a  famine  price.  Those  who  can 
afford  to  pay  a  famine  price  will  be  able  to  get 
it,  those  who  can't  wont.     And     those     who 


"can't"  will  include  about  10,000,000  people. 
And  those  10,000,000  people  will  not  starve 
quietly.  That  is  the  whole  matter  in  as  small 
a  nutshell  as  I  can  .put  it. 

1  give  below  details  of  the  available  stocks 
of  food.  I  divide  the  stocks  into  A  and  B. 
A,  those  of  months  (at  our  present  rather 
wasteful  rate  of  consumption;  B,  those  of 
weeks  or  days:

Oatmeal,  Barley  Meal,  Maize  Meal — An- 
other four  or  five  weeks'  supply  as  a  partial 
substitute  for  bread. 

All  sugar,  bacon,  ham,  eggs,  butter  and 
tinned  meats  will  disappear  during  the  first 
week  of  war. 

We  have  25,000,000  people — men,  wo- 
men and  children — in  our  cities,  of  whom  30 
per  cent  are  in  normal  poverty,  i.e.,  dependent 
on  wages  of  23s  a  week  and  under.  Which 
works  out  to  a  total  of  7,000,000  as  a  low 
estimate,  who  have  no  margin  for  further 
economies  and  who  will  not  be  able  to  pay  war 
price — the  famine  price — of  food. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a  further  two  or 
three  million  souls  thrown  out  of  work,  wholly 
or  partially,  by  the  unpreventable  dislocation 
of  commerce  and  industry  caused  by  the  war. 
This  makes  a 'total  of  about  10,000,000  souls 
who  will  not  be  able  to  afford  the  famine  prices, 
and  who  will,  therefore,  be  unable  to  get  food. 
But  if  they  cannot  buy  it  they  will  take  it  by 
force.  Who  is  to  stop  them,  for  our  regular 
army  will  be  on  the  Continent? 

Many  people  forget  that  hunger  was  one 
of  the  chief  causes  of  the  horrors  of  the  French 
Revolution  of  1789.

MINING  MERCURY  IN  CENTRAL  CHINA 


(Continued  from  Page  7) 
most  part  to  public  gambling,  which  is  tempor- 
arily legalized. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  his  country- 
men the  Chinese  miner  is  extremely  conserva- 
tive, his  usual  attitude  towards  any  new  method 
he  is  asked  to  adopt  being  one  of  amused 
superiority.  He  is  rather  apt  to  think  he 
"knows  it  all;"  though,  certainly,  if  he  can 
be  convinced  that  he  can  do  better  work  by  a 
new  method,  and.  more  important  still — make 
more  money  by  that  method,  he  will  be  ready 
to  acknowledge  the  improvement  and  continue 
to  take  advantage  of  it,  but  it  usually  takes  a 


deal  of  time  and  patience  to  convince  him  and 
to  teach  him  a  new  method  of  working. 

While  the  miner  is  engaged  "inside,"  at- 
tacking the  hidden  treasures  of  Nature,  there 
Is  plenty  of  employment  about  the  mines  for 
the  other  members  of  his  family,  his  sisters, 
his  cousins  and  his  aunts,  and  very  possibly  his 
R-randmothers  also.  The  ore  he  mines  has  to 
be  crushed  fine  for  treatment  in  the  native 
furnaces;  should  the  cinnabar  in  the  particular 
mine  he  is  working  in  be  of  a  good,  or  red 
color,  the  ore,  after  crushing,  will  be  washed 
and  panned  for  the  free  cinnabar  in  the  same 
way  as  is  done  by  miners  all  over  the  world 
for  gold.  There  is  always  a  local  market  for 
the  clean  cinnabar,  which  is  as  good  as  money 
to  the  miner  or  coolie  in  this  part  of  China,  just 
as  is  gold-dust  lo  the  Klondiker.  These 
Chinese  are  expert  panners,  and  where  they 
have  water  handy  will  recover  all  but  the  very 
finest  cinnabar  dust  by  means  of  sluices,  bam- 
boo rockers,  and  their  pans,  which,  unlike  the 
I'amiliar  gold-pan,  are  not  made  of  metal  but 
hollowed  out  of  a  solid  slab  of  wood. 

After  the  ore  has  been  washed  for  free 
cinnabar — that  is,  the  ore  from  those  mines 
where  it  is  a  good  red  color,  the  darker  or 
black  cinnabar  being  of  no  value  except  for 
the  mercury  it  carries — it  is  ready  for  treat- 
ment in  the  furnaces  for  the  recovery  of 
mercury. 

The  native  furnaces  arc  small  affairs  built 
of  clay  and  interwoven  bamboo  sides,  with 
the  same  sort  of  iron  bowls  as  they  use  for 
cooking  at  top  and  bottom;  the  fire  is  built 
under  the  bottom  one,  and  the  top  one  has  a 
large  hole  broken  out  of  the  middle,  large 
enough  to  admit  a  kind  of  bent  shovel  or  scoop 
with  which  the  furnace  is  fed.  Over  this  hole 
is  set  an  inverted  earthenware  vessel  like  a 
large  pudding-basin,  on  to  ihe  sides  of  which 
the  mercury  is  precipitated  fi;om  the  fumes 
rising  from  the  roasted  ore  betpw.     Each  fur- 


nace holds  only  a  few  shovelsful,  and  the 
charge  is  drawn  every  hour  or  so,  the  time 
varying  with  the  richness  of  the  ore.  When 
the  charge  is  drawn,  the  "pudding-basin"  is 
lifted  off  and  turned  right  side  up;  the  sides 
are  wiped  round  with  a  cloth,  beginning  round 
the  upper  edge  and  gradually  working  down 
to  the  bottom,  causing  the  mercury  to  collect 
in  globules  which  run  to  the  bottom  of  the 
vessel.  The  coolie  in  charge  has  then  to  scoop 
out  the  furnace  charge  and  replenish  it,  and 
as  in  doing  this,  his  head  is  necessarily  straight 
over  the  furnace,  from  which  mercurial  fumes 
are  rising,  slight  salivation  is  by  no  means  un- 
known among  them.  To  prevent  this  they 
usually  wrap  a  cloth  over  mouth  and  nostrils, 
or  make  a  respirator  of  a  piece  of  pommeloe- 
skin. 

The  recovery  in  tliese  furnaces  is  b^  no 
means  up  to  "assay  returns!" — R.  L.  Pocock, 
in  Westward  Ho!

hardly  an  oasis  in  all  the  miserable  desert  of  Kl  Tih. 
Kngineers  went  ahead  to  clear  the  wells,  •which  are 
merely  holo.s  in  the  sand.  The  army  had  to  march  in 
di\l!-iana  a  dai'  apart  lest  tlie  wells  be  drunk  dry  at  a 
single  gulp,  and  the  bitter,  brackish  water  was  meas- 
ured out  like  brandy  to  the  lluisty  mouths  of  the  sol- 
diers. 

In  his  skirmishes  Napoleon  had  developed  the  camel 
a.s  an  efllcient  aid  for  Murat's  cavalry.  "With  two 
armed  men  on  the  back  of  this  steed  of  the  desert  It 
became  a  thing  of  terror  even  to  the  Aral)  horsemen. 
I'ortunately  they  did  not  molest  the  Syrian  expedition 
and  the  army  encountered  no  human  enemy  on  the 
long  slUnt,  burning  road  through  the  desert  which  Na-. 
poleon  said  "was  the  image  of  immensity  to  my 
thoughts.  It  had  neither  beginning  nor  end.  It  was  an 
ocean  for  the  foot  of  man." 


BATTLE  OF  SCARECROWS 

Out  of  that  vast  waste  Ki  Arlsh,  the 
flr.st  outpost  of  .\sia,  rises  in  the  val- 
ley of  the  Biblical  "River  of  Kgypt." 
Before  it  stretches  a  beautiful  irrigat- 
ed plain  where  date,  palm  and  flg  trees 
Cast  their  cool  shadows  and  whoro 
the  shining  green  of  the  vines  is  a  most 
welcome  sight  to  eyes  long  blinded  bv 
the  glare  of  slcy  and  sand. 

lil  Arish  is  so  old  tlmt  history  can- 
not count  its  years.  Its  pamels  and 
mules  drink  from  a  stone  trough  tliat 
was  once  the  .sarcophagus  of  a  proud 
Kgyptian,  and  it  was  only  tlie  day 
before  yesterday,  in  its  reckoning  of 
time,  that  Baldwin  I.,  King  of  Jeru- 
salem, lay  down  to  die  within  Its  walls. 
It  is  today  a  town  of  livid  whUe 
houses  and  perhaps  7,000  people,  Who 
plunge  about  ankle  deep  in  its  sandy 
Htreets  as  they  go  tb  bend  their  heads 
to  :^Iccoa  in  the  mosque  or  to  ^well  tha 
chaffcjplng   hubbub  of  the  bazaars. 

Wlicn  Napoleon  stood  before  its  gate 
n.'  had  no  artillery  with  which  to 
bombard  the  garrison  behind  the  wall's. 
Therefore,  he  set  up  behind  his  earth- 
works twenty  cros.s  sticks  and  huns  i 
soldier's  foat  and  hat  on  each.  History 
a^ks  us  to  believe  that  the  simple 
Turks  biazcd  away  at  those  .scare- 
crows three  daya.  until  their  ammu- 
nition was  nearly  exhausted,  v.'hcn  th.y 
surrendered. 

NAPOLEON'S    CLEOPATRA 

"While  crossius  the  desert  Napoleon 
'.inderwont  a  torture  of  the  soul  far 
more  excruciating  than  any  bodily 
.suffering.  His  mother  and  brothers 
and  slstors,  who  now  surrounded  Jos- 
ephine in  Paris,  had  already  entered 
upon  the  relentless  Corskan  vendetta, 
'.vhlch  was  to  give  him  as  well  .as  her 
many  a  bad  half  hour.  Apparently 
some  one  among  them  boro  wltne.^s 
.igainat  his  wife  by  almost  the  llrst 
mall  he  received  in  Egypt,  for  after 
the  Battle  of  the  Pyramids  the  con- 
queror of  the  land  of  the  Pharaoh.s 
wrote  to  his  brother  Joseph,  complain- 
ins  of  his  domestic  troubles  iind  saylns;: 
"It  is  a  sad  condition  to  have  at  mce 
every  kind  of  feeling  toward  the  sam«' 
pcr.son  in  on'.'  heart.  ...  I  am  dis- 
;;vustcd  with  human  nature.  Greatness 
palls  on  me.

Then  lie  inarched  on  toward  Jaffa, 
acroas  the  renowned  battlefields  of  Da- 
vid, where  the  ark  of  the  Covenant  was 
tlic  prize  of  victory.  Up  on  the  border- 
ing mountain  side  is  the  scone  of  the 
duel  with  Goliath,  where  with  the  peb- 
bles of  a  brook  that  armored  giant  of 
Gath  was  laid  low.  When  the  beauty 
of  Israel  lay  slain  -upon  the  high  places 
and  David  wept  for  Saul,  he  saw,  even 
through  his  tears,  this  land  of  his 
hated  enemy  filled  with  exultation  over 
his  losii,  and  ho  cried  out:  "Tell  it  not 
in  Gatli.  publlsli  it  not  in  the  streets  of 
.Vscrtlon,  lest  the  daujfhteis  of  the  Phil- 
istines  rejoice." 

There  are  few  indeed  to  be  told  in 
Gath  today,  for  that  wretched  huddle  of 
Arab  huts  over  there  on  the  right  from 
"The  Path  of  Napoleon"  Is  all  that  Is 
left  of  the  once  warlike  city  of  Gath, 
while  off  at  the  left,  by  the  seashore, 
orchard  trees  and  onion  patches  cover 
the  streets  of  Ascalon,  the  blrllinlace  of 
Herod   the  Great. 

.\"apoleon  marched  over  the  iIcIOk  ot 
riiillstia  In  early  March  and  their  beau- 
ty took  him  by  surprise.

Through  the  town  of  Ramleh  runs 
one  of  the  two  railroads  of  Palostlnf, 
that  fi'om  Jaffa  to  Jerusalem,  whero 
the  pilgrims  to  the  Holy  City  are. 
drawn  up  into  the  mountains  by  loco- 
motives that  were  first  built  for  the 
use  of  the  French  in  the  construction 
of  the  Panama  Canal.  The  ancient 
highway  to  Jerusalem  also  passes  by 
the  town,  and  Bourrienne;  suggested  to 
.Napoleon  that  he  march  to  the  city  of 
David.  But  his  chief  turned  aside 
from  Jerusalem  as  he  had  from  Rome. 
"I  am  not  ambitious  for  the  fate  o*" 
Cassius,"    ho   said. 

With  his  back  to  the  .ludeaii  .Moii- 
tains.  therefoie,  he  marched  on  .raff>i. 
past  I..ydda,  at  whose  gate,  according 
to  the  prophecy  of  Maliomct,  Christ  will 
slay  Antichrist  on  the  last  day.  Lydda 
boasts  above  all  that  It  was  the  scene 
of  the  martyrdom  of  St.  George,  the 
Christianized  soldier  of  .Rome  who  res- 
cued the  maiden  from  the  dragon,  and 
it  was  there  by  his  traditional  grave 
that  Uiohard  Cour  dc  Leon  adopted 
St.  George  as  the  patron  saint  of  Eng- 
land. 

THE  JAFFA  MASSACRE 

When  .Napoleon  arrived  before  the 
walls  .0^  .laffa  he  found  n  garrison  of 
•1,000  Turkw.  with  forty  Kuns.  determined 
with  Moslem  fanaticism  to  resist  nl.s 
entry  into  the  town.  Wiillc  he  was  di- 
recting the  assault  on  the  place  a  mus- 
ket ball  carried  away  hla  hat  and  struck 
dead  a  colonel  who  stood  behind  him, 
and  who  was  five  feet  ten  Inches  tall. 
"That  is  the  second  time,"  the  Ijittlo 
Corporal  remarked,  'that  I  owe  my  life 
to  my  height." 

When,  after  two  da\s  of  l)oinbard- 
mciit,  the  French  rushed  Into  Jaffa  wltli 
orders  to  kill  ull  persons  in  arms,  some 
Albanians  shouted  from  the  windows  of 
a  big  khan,  or  .\rabian  Inn,  that  they 
with  2.000  other  survivors  of  the  Turk- 
ish garrison  had  taken  refuge  in  tiie 
khan  an'J  would  Rght  to  the  death  or 
surrender  only  on  condition  that  their 
lives  be  upared.  Nntwlthstandlng  the 
orders  were  to  "take  no  prisoners"  in 
a  town  that  had  to  be  carried  by  utorm, 
and  whose  aovprnr,r  had  cut  off  the 
head  of  a  meaaenger,  the  terms  were 
accepted.

prlsoner.s,  without  ships  to  send  them 
away  from  the  theatre  of  war,  and  even 
without  men  to  spare  for  a  prison 
guard.  If  ho  set  them  free  they  would 
hasten  on  to  join  the  army  of  DeJezzH'.', 
at  .Vcre.  Indeed  many  of  them,  he  said, 
were  men  he  had  paroled  at  tlie  capture 
of  El  Arish.  "What  do  you  expect  m.i 
to  do  "With  them?"  he  angrily  demanded. 

Their  fate  was  inevitabio,  in  a  con- 
flict between  civlli'/.ation  and  barbar- 
ism, the  civilized  force  sinks  to 
the  level  of  the  barbarian.  It  is  the  old 
familiar  story,  heard  around  the.  world, 
of  fighting  the  devil  with  Are.  If  It  had 
remained  for  him  whose  own  natlo.n 
was  without  sin  of  a  like  nature  to  cast 
the  first  stone.  Napoleon  mlRht  not 
have  been  assailed  so  virulently  for  the 
hori'ilile  .faffa  massacre. 

The  prisbners  were  marched  down  t.J 
the  beach  and  shot.  Some  leaped  into 
the  sea  and  swam  for  their  lives  to  th.i 
rocks  which  mado  the  harbor  of  Jaffa 
famous — or  infamous — thi;  fabled  rock-s 
lo  wiiich  the  virBiii  Andromeda  wa^ 
chalnod.  But  the  appetite  of  the  flrin;; 
sciuads  had  grown  by  what,  it  fed  on. 
Xot  to  bo  cheated  of  their  full,  measur« 
of  blood,  they  rested  their  muskets  on 
the  beacli  and  liy  making  an  Oriental 
HiRii  of  reconciliation  they  enticed  ths 
miserable  fugitives  from  the  perils  of 
the  foamlns  sea,  to  shoot  them  down 
as   they   were  about  to   swim  ashore. 

"NAPOLEON  NOT  IN  BIBLE" 

Jaffa  is  the  portal  of  the  Holy  Liaud. 
Thousands  of  pilgrims  every  year  Jump 
from  their  steamers  into  the  arms  of 
Arab  lioatmen,  who  rfjw  them  between 
the  JaKgcd  rocks  afn\  land  them  on  the 
shore  of  the  strange  tumultuous  Fa^L 
1  found  the  dragomen  of  ttie  town  over- 
llnwlns  with  amazingly  minute  infor- 
mation about  the  exact  landing  place  In 
thi«  ancient  Joppa  of  thn  cedar  of  Leb- 
anon which  the  King  of  Tyro  sent  lor 
the  building  of  Solomon's  Temple,  tha 
veritable  point  of  d<'|)arture  whence  Jo- 
nah,  fleeing  from  the  presence  of  Qod, 
sailed  hence  into  the  storm,  only  to  be 
flung  overboard  to  the  whale,  the  pre- 
cise fllte  of  the  house  of  Simon  the  tan- 
ner, where  Peter  tarried  many  days, 
and  the  tomb  of  Dorcaa.  the  woman 
full  of  good  work4  and'  alms  doeds.

THE  TALE  OF  A  CAVASS 

The  fathers  ot  the  Armenian  mona.^- 
tery,  however,  f|ualifled  in  profane  his- 
tory by  showing  me  the  very  cell  In 
whicli  Napoleon  slept  while  he  made 
their  monastic  home  his  own,  and  their 
tall,  imposing  cavass  conducted  mc 
down  Into  the  cavernous  and  pillared 
place,  whic:h  after  Napoleon's  depar- 
ture, became  the  celebrated  pe.st  hospi- 
tal of  Jaffa,  11  story  ■  I  shall  reserve 
fur  the  proper  sequence.  There  th'j 
cavass  s<"|uatted  before  an  old  column 
and  vigorously  rubbed  his  liack  agalns'.. 
it,  while  herecited  In  Arabic  what  must 
have  been  an  interesting  Napoleoiii- 
Icgcnd. 

He  also  showed  me.  as  •p'i''t  of  Napo- 
leon's headquarters,  the  offices  of  x 
.-teamship  company,  mhch  to  the  sur- 
prise of  the  young  Austrian  clerks,  who 
seemed  to  have  been  unconscious  of 
their  historic  surroundings.  .\  .spacious 
old  khan  nearby  1  shall  take  the  lib- 
erty of  Identifying  as  the  place  of 
refuge  of  the  poor  soldiers  who  were 
led  forth   to  the  slaughter  on  the  beach. 

This  cavass  represents  a  picturesciue 
and  indispen.sable  adjunct  of  f:vp,\;! 
C^hristlan  consulate  and  ostabli.shmeiit 
in  Tiiikey.  By  a  fortunate  iiappcnlng, 
I  found  myself  traveling  for  a  lime  with 
an  .\merican  consul  and  under  the  ijro- 
tection  of  n,  cavass,  the  terrifying 
dellnition  of  the  term  licing  "slioolin? 
man." 

He  was  startllngly  arrayed  in  a  heav- 
ily gold  embroidered  Zouave,  ju.'ket  with 
flowing  sleeves  and  I  might  sa.V  also 
flowiiiK  trousers,  for  the  seal  fell  In 
fold«  nearly  lo  the  ground.  On  his  fe/. 
he  wore  a  golden  .^merican  eagle:  in 
his  belt  a  glittering  sword  and  a  iioiri- 
ble  looking  pistol,  while  in  his  hand  lie 
carried  a  long  lash;  whicli  he  flourished 
to  make  the  people  fall  bark  and  give 
us  free  passage  through  the  crowd'id 
lane-like    streets. 

A  NEW  ENGLAND  VILLAGE 

If  the  truth  must  bo  told  .1  was  most 
interested  In  .faffa  by  a  tree-crowned 
hill  and  Its  cluster  of  wooden  coltagoa 
set  In  pretty  gardens  .lust  like  a  tiny 
American  village.  Rising  out  of  tha 
Oriental  squalor,  those  prim  little  wood- 
en houses  loked  .strange  Indeed  in  tha 
stony  old  town  and  llieir  story  Is  equal- 
ly strange.  Theli'  boards  xere  sawed 
on  the  banks  of  the  Penobscot  down  In 
Maino  more  than  half  a  century  aga 
and  brought  here  and  act  up  In  1S56  by 
a  little  colony  of  American  pilgrims, 
who  soon  found  themselves  stranded  la 
what  they  had  confidently  hoped  would 
be  their  "promised  land."  Many  quickly 
fell  a  prey  to  climatic  diaeaaoa  and  la 
a  year  only  three  famlliea  were  left. 

A  German  religioua  colony  aucoe«d«d 
them  and  became  one  of  the  pioneer*  of 
the  many  G«rnian  eotoaiea  wli)#|i  ar*'

l^HE  PLAIN  OF  SHARON 

.•'Ih  tne  glory  of  an  April  morning, 
when  "tfi'e  birds  were  singing  their  song 
of  Spring,;  I'was  jolted  In  a  wagon  alonj 
''Tl|e  Patlx  of  Napoleon"  out  of  Jaff.x 
ind  on'  to  the 'Plain  of  Sharon,  tha.t 
suhny,  smiling  "field  of  flocks  for  my 
people  whq  have  sought  me."  The  air 
was  laden  with  the  fragrance  cf 
oranges,  and  I  mot  a  long  procession  of 
oamtifls.  in  trains  of  six,  each  train  with 
itu,  rnpnat  one  end  and  a  boy  at  the 
other,  while  over  the  hack  of  every 
camel  was  sv\unK  half  a  dozen  boxes  of 
the  delicious  Jaffa  oranges,  which  the 
German  colonies  have  developed  until 
tliey  represent  a  yearly  export  amount- 
ing in  value  to  J  1,000.000. 

Beside  me  In  the  rude  carriage  sat  an- 
other and  later  .\merlcan  colonist,  a 
Bovsdoiu  graduate  from  the  .State  of 
Maine,  who  is  a.  member  of  the  goodly 
company  which  form  the  American  col- 
ony of  Jerusalem.  His  specialty  Is  bot- 
any, and  he  has  botanized  all  over  the 
Holy  Land,  collecting  and  shipping  to 
Chrl.stendom  the  flowers  of  tlie  .Scrip- 
tures. 

THE  DAMASCUS  ROAD 

W.c  were  on  the  highway  that  leads  to 
Acre,  to  Nablous,  to  Nazareth  and  to 
Damascus,  and  rough  tliough  It  be.  It  is 
one  of  the  three  or  four  real  carriage 
roads  of  Palestine.  The  Good  Roads 
movement  here  dates  only  from  the  pil- 
grimage of  the  German  Kmperor  In 
1,S08,  when  the  Sultan  ordered  some 
road  building  for  the  Kaiser's  conven- 
ience, and  the  work  has  been  continued 
fitfully   for    the   benefit   of   the   tourists. 

Tho  natives  naturally  take  no  interest 
In  the  subject,  for  while  Judah  could 
not  •  overwhelm  the  men  of  the  v.illey 
and  the  plain  because  they  had  chariots 
of  iron,  no  chariots  have  they  today, 
these  men  of  the  valley  and  plain,  1 
did  not  ace  an  Arab  farmer  with  a 
wheeled  vehicle  of  any  kind.  The  aas 
and  the  camel  and  the  Immemorial 
trails  and  paths  sufllce  him.  I  was 
told  there  are  only  two  automobiles 
in  all  the  country,  and  they  are 
owned  by  foreigner,s.  Mr.  Charles  J. 
Glidden  of  Massachusetts,  the  father  of 
the  "Glidden  tour."  still  holds.  I  be- 
lieve, the  record  of  taking  the  only  car 
up  to  Jerusalem  and  down  to  Jericho. 

U))  over  the  Plain  of  Sftaron  "The 
I'ath  of  Xaiioleon"  runs,  with  the  Med- 
iterranean on  one  hand,  while  on  tho 
other  rise  at  first  the  mountains  of 
Judea  and  then  the  mounlalnn  of  Si- 
marla.  Past  the  fallen  temples  of 
Caesarca  ho  marched,  rounding  the  baao 
of  Ml.  Carmel  and  treading  the  beach 
of  Haifa  to  Acre.

There  some  aallors  while 
cooking  their  dinner,  many  ceaturte*^' 
gone,  eaw  the  sand  melt  into  little 
transparent  lumps,  and  I  suppose  we  are 
Indebted  to  them  for  every  wJndovr 
pane  that  lets  In  th?  sunshine. 

THE  GATE  OF  ACRE 

After  a  delightful  nine-mile  drivs  t; 
was  before  the  gate  of  .\cre,  at  which 
Napoleon  pounded  for  twj  months. 
Through  all  recorded  time  thia  ha«  been 
the  tollgate  on  the  highway  betveem 
.Africa,  and  Asia,  between  .Kgypt  an'V 
("onstantlnople,  between  the  Holy  Land 
and  Syria — and  hlood  has  btten  its  toll» 
If  the  bones  of  the  multitude  who  have 
been  *ilp.in  at  that  cruel  portal  could 
be  gathered  in  a  heap.  Acre  would  «16 
In  the  shadow  of  a  mountain  of  dead. 

In  the  tJrusades,  to  go  back  ni> 
farther,  it  was  the  gate  to  the  Holy 
Land,  and  hundreds  of  thoutiandi  of 
iVu.saders  and  Saracens  are  said  Jo 
Iiavo  porlahed  before  it.

ON  THE  ROAD  TO  ACRE 

I  first  looked  on  Acre  from  Haifa, 
which  sits  at  the  foot  of  Vlt.  Carmel 
across  the  Bay  of  Acre.  Haifa  Is  one 
of  the  two  ports  of  the  Holy  Land,  Jaffa 
beingr  the  more  southerly  port,  and  it  is 
a  terminus  of  one  of  the  twu  railroads 
of  Palr^stlne,  that  which  runs  up  from 
the  Mediterranean   to   Damascus. 

I..lke  Jaffa,  too,  Haifa  in  rccelvlhg  ths 
stimulus  of  progress  from  a  prosperous 
German  religious  colony.  The  colonists 
live  by  themselves  In  modern  houses 
and  broad  shady  streets.  To  step  from 
their  leafy,  flowery  quarter  Into  the 
stony,  squ,-jlld,  noisy  old  town  Is  like 
passing  in  a  minute  from  Kurope  lo 
Asia,  from  Christendom  to  Islam,  from 
the   year    1914    to  the   year   914. 

The  road  from  Haifa  to  Acre  probably 
Is  the  best  example  ot  road  building 
in  the  Turkish  Kmpire.  Xot  the  Sultan, 
however,  but  old  Neptune,  was  the 
builder  and  he  sees  to  it  that  It  is 
kept  in  good  repair.  It  lies  on  tbe  bard 
beaeh  which  borders  the  curvlQc  bay 
and  after  tlie  boraea  had  aplaahal 
ibrougb  ttt«  ford  a4tro««  tk*  tooek  Kliili>

when  Napoleon  cdme  to  challenge  this 
stronghold  of  Turkisli  power.  Before 
him  stretclied  the  classic  highway  of 
empire  to  the  famous  Ladder  of  Tyre, 
leaning  against  a  white,  rocky  promon- 
tory. Behind  that  headland  Ilea  tha 
city  of  Hiram,  whose  capture  is  count- 
ed .among  the  most  celebrated  exploltii 
of  Ale.\ander   the  Great. 

A  LION  IN  THE  PATH 

Surely  this  new  .Mcxander  would 
mal<e  short  work  of  Acre,  the  savag.': 
den  of  a  Bosnian  slave  who  boasted 
the  bloody  title  of  Dcjezzar,  which 
means  "the  butcher,"  "the  beheader," 
"the  cut-throat"  or  something  equally 
terrible.  But  this  barbarian  did  not 
stand  alone  at  tho  Acre  gate.  Tho 
British  lion  was  crouching  there  in 
"The  Path  of  Napoleon." 

By  a  dramatic  combination  of  cir- 
cumstances which  the  playwright  an  1 
the  novolist  may  hesitate  to  employ 
and  which  makes  history  seem  theat- 
rical. Napoleon  found  standing  on 
either  side  of  Dojezzar  two  men  who 
had  crossed  his  path  In  other  year* 
and  other  lands.  One  of  them  was  a 
daring  young  Fngllsh  sailor  of  fortuno 
who,  after  serving  with  Swedish  and 
Turkish  lleets.  had  joined  the  British 
navy  and  was  at  Toulon  when  it  fell 
under  the  fire  of  Napoleon's  batteries. 
It  was  he  who  atayed  behind  to  bloiiV 
up  the  magazines  and  cheat  the  victora 
of   their  spoils. 

In  a  later  darc-dcvll  adventure  he 
was  captured  as  a  suspected  spy  and 
confined  In  the  Temple  of  Paris  for  two 
years.  After  appealing  in  vain  to  the 
members  of  the  Government  to  be  ex- 
changed as  a  prisoner  of  war  he  ad- 
dressed a  plea  for  assistance  to  Napo- 
leon on  his  return  from  Italy,  but  re- 
ceived no  reply.  The  prisoner  In  tha 
Temple   was   Kidney   Smith. 

The  other  ally  of  Dcjezzar  was  a  ' 
Frenchman  and  a  graduate  of  the  Ecola 
Mllitalre  in  Paris.  He  and  Napoleon 
were  at  the  Ecolc  together,  where  they 
quarreled  and  kicked  each  other's  ehins 
black  and  blue  under  the  desks  in  tho 
classroom.     This  was  Phellppeaux. 

Phellppeau.x  was  an  aristocrat  and 
an  enemy  of  the  Republic.  Being  in 
Paris  and  ready  for  plots  he  aided  Smllii 
to  escape  from  the  Temple  just  ono 
week  to  a  day  before  Napoleon's  de- 
parture for  Toulon  and  the  East.  They 
fled  to  England,  and  when  Smith  was 
sent  to  Egypt  to  watch  and  thwart 
Napoleon.  Phellppeaux  eagerly  joined 
him  in  the  expedition  against  his  old 
schoolroom  foe. 

While  the  army  was  slowly  laborins 
■  across  the  desert,  Smith,  racing  oi» 
ahcaxl  with  his  little  fleet,  pounced 
upon  the  French  flotilla,  having  on\ 
board  the  siege  train  and  ammunition. 
Napoleon,  thus  left  without  the  neces- 
sary means  of  besieging  the  town,  saw 
his  own  guns  mounted  on  the  walls  by 
Phellppeaux   and  turned   agaliwt  him. 

THREE  FOES  TO  FACE 

Forty  limes  in  two  months  he  hurled 
his  little  force  in  vain  against  the  gate 
of  .\cre  under  the  fire  from  the  tdwiti 
and  often  under  another  stream  of  flro 
from  the  British  ships.  In  the  midst  at 
the  Siege,  an  army  ot  Turks  froin 
Damascus,  boasting  themselves  Innu- 
merablc  sjb  the  sands  of  the  sea  or  a.s 
the  stars  of  heaven,  bore  down  upojii 
the  French  rear.  To  meet  the  Turks., 
and  British  In  front  and  beat  off  the 
Turks  that  were  swwming  behind  him.. 
Napoleon  had  now  an  army  of  only 
9.000  men.  If  caught  between  the  twt» 
forces,  his  little  band  would  certaiitly 
be   smashed    to  pieces. 

As  he  stood  before  the  gate  of  Acie, 
the  foothills  clo.«!c  at  his  back  rose  intf» 
the  mountains  of  Galilee.  He  must  di- 
vide his  forces,  meet  the  Pamatcu» 
army  among  those  mountains  and  try 
to  prevent  its  coming  to  the  relief  of 
Dejezzar.
